Tue November issue of this excellent 
monthly opens with an editorial note 
acknowledging the receipt of the cable-

It is satisfactory to learn, however, that— 
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‘There is reason to believe that the Gov- 
‘ emment of the United States is entirely 
! favourable to the general principle of giving 
China a higher rate of import duty in 


exchange for the surrender of the revenue 


derived from the likin stations. But it is 

probably as fully impressed as aro our 
Fiends in China with the dangers inherent 
in Article 8 of the British ‘Treaty. The 
time, therefore, seems opportune to for- 
, mulate some schemo which, while making 
{the required concessions in import duties, 
; Will also provide the necessary safeguards 


the right of China to make any tariff 
that suits her, since itis tolerably certain 
that no tariff will be imposed which has 
not the consent of the chief commercial 
Powers.” Mr. Sharretts is commended 
for the vigilance with which, when 
engaged on the Toriff Commission here, 
he guarded the interests of U. S. manu- 
facturers, the result being that the 
specific rates now levied do not greatly 
exceed four, instead of five per cent ad 
valorem. Of course, this is really merely 
the result of the fall that has taken place 
in silver sineo the three selected years 
1897, 1898, and 1899. There is a note 
‘on a recent article on Japan by the Rev. 
Dr. Griffis, and a concise summary of the 
very interesting report by Professor 
Jenks on the experience of England and 
Holland in their Oriental dependencies, 
with reference to the U. S. government 
of the Philippines. It is worth quoting 
in fall:— 

Mr. Jenks was constrained to observe 
that nowhere in the dependencies of Eng- 
land, Holland or France in the Orient has 
there been granted so great a measure of 
self-government. as the United States has 
already given to the Filipinos. He re- 
marks, with characteristic caution, that 
when one considers that theso nations are 
seriously working for the good of the 
natives and that they are doing what, on 
the whole, seems to them best, the inevi- 
table conclusion is that the Government 
of neither England nor Holland considers 
the natives as yet capable of self-govern- 


ment. He adds that while the United 
States is commended for its earnestness 

















in pushing forward measures for fitting 
the Filipinos for ultimate self-rule, the 
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rulers of other countries would doubtless 
question the wisdom of proceeding so rapid- 


ly. The Professor makes the very wise 
observation that much interference on the 
part of the home authorities in the details, 
of the government of dependencies is 
harmfui, and that those colonies have pro- 
gressed most rapidly in which the English 
or Dutch rulers have been given by their 
home government the freest hand in ad- 
ration. Mr, Jenks is not at all 
convinced that the gold standard is neces- 
sarily the best for the countries which he 
visited, but he reaches the conclusion 
that it is highly desirable to adopt a fixed 
rate of exchange with gold for the Philip- 
pine currency, while encouraging the use 
of silver as much as possible. The special 
reasons given are that if silver continues 
to depreciate, the gainers from its de 
preciation will be the exporting houses, 
while the native Filipinos who grow hemp, 
sugar, tobacco, ete., will be the losers. 

all other intelligent observers, Mr. 
Jonks is thoroughly impressed with the 
necessity of adinitting Chinese labour into 
the Philippines, alike in the interest of 
the native population and of the material 
development. of the islands.

Sir Edward Sassoon's question to the 
Postmaster-General respecting the cost of 
telegrams between Hongkong and London, 
which may well be taken to include the 
whole of China also, is one that comes 
home very closely to every merchant. Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain koped that it would 
be possible to get. tho rate reduced from 
Hongkong before long. We believe that 
negotiations have been going on for some 
time with this end, but the result of 
these is not likely to be made known until 
the next Intemational Telegraph Con- 
ference, to be held in May next year. This 
is as far as the rates are concerned vid 
the Eastern route, but what was evidently 
behind Sir Edward's question was the 
desire that messages could be sent vid 
Russia at about proportionate rates that 
prevail for that country. These rates aro 
‘only about one-balf of what the rate is to 
Great Britain. There is fortunately some 
ground for hoping that at the next Con- 
ference a reduction in rates for all ports 
in the Far East will be arrived at. 

Tue ‘Saturday Review” closes an article 
on the Treaty of Shanghai, in reference to 
the division of the proposed surtax between 
Peking and the provinces, with the follow- 
ing apologue 

‘One more familiar, perhaps, than Sir 
James Mackay with the ways of Peking 
might be reminded of a little fable about 
two cats which, being unable (o agree about, 
dividing a piece of cheese, laid the matter 
before a monkey. The monkey took to 
himself a pair of scales, divided the cheese 
into two pieces aud proceeded to weigh them 
one against the other—but finding them 
unequal bit a piece alternately off each 
under pretence of trying to equalise them— 
till the cats, seeing their cheese in danger 
of disappearing altogether, begged him not. 
to give himself any more trouble but to 
give them what remained; whereupon the 
monkey crammed the final morsel into. his 
‘own mouth as his fee for adjudication and 
































bade them both good morning. The chief 
difference in the present case is that there 
are several cats, which will increase the 
difficulty of adjustment and facilitate the 
acquisitions of Peking. 

Fro the annual official “Gazette,” 
just issued wo gather that in ono 
Tespect at all events British North Bor- 
neo continues to make steady if small 
progress. During 1901 the value of the 
stamps sold was $18,961; in 1900, the 
value was only $15,503. ‘Telegraphic and 
telephonic communication. within the 
Colony are said to have been considerably 
improved, though much difficulty appears 
to have been experionced with the opera 
tors lepeies, from home. Of several the 
Post Master General had to report that 
they were quite unfit for their duties. 
‘The paragraph on “ public works” in the 
Kudat province reads amusingly and re- 
minds us of the “ village pump.” 

“The roof of Offices was replaced by a 
corrugated iron one, and-I regret to say 
the iron used was not very good, as the 
roof leaks badly in several places; this 
was done during my absence, Tes De- 
partment was taken over by the Director 
of Public Works during this year. Ho 
has his own overseer hero and I must say 
it is a great improvement on the old 
style.” 

Mn. Geoncr Lampenr, M. P. for South 
Moulton, is one of the younger Liberal 
members of the House of Commons, and 
one of the Froup who aro, seriously in- 
terested in the China question, He is a 
man of more than average ability and a 
clever speaker, and it fell to him to ask 
Lord Cranborne on the 4th ult.: What 
was the degree of influence now claiined by 
His Majesty's Government over the Yang- 
tze Valley.”

THE : 
REMOUNT QUESTION. 


SS

In an article headed “The War 
Office and Remounts” in the Novem- 
ber issue of “The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury and After,” Lord Denman dis- 
cusses the Remount question. ‘The 
casual reader might expect to find it 
‘too dry and technical, but the article 
is so full of humour and satire that 
it is delightful reading to everybody 
except the War Office and the Army 
Remount Department. Lord Den- 
man, who ¢ mmanded the 35th (Mid- 
dlesex) squadron of Imperial Yeo- 
manry in the late war, was 
attached in July and August of 1900 
to the Remount Depdt at Pretoria, 
where he saw something of most of 
the different kinds of horses with 
which the army was supplied, and had 
experience of the practical working 
of the Remount Department in South 
Africa, which was quite distinct from 
the similar department at the War 
Office. It was not a particw'arly 
well-ordered department, though it 
had a most able and energetic officer 
at the head of it. There were six 
different kinds of horses sent up 
country, and Lord Denman places 
them in order of merit as follows :— 

1. Cape ponies. 

2, Artillery horses. 

8, English and Irish cavalry horses, 

4, North American horses. 

5. Hungarians, 

6, Argentines. 

The good Cape pony, he says, is 
one of the finest in the world. He 
has usually some strain of the Basut» 
pony’s blood, and some of the English 
thoroughbred. They fetched high 
prices in Johannesburg before the war 
‘as race-ponies, and they made capital 
polo ponies, the Inniskillings and 
7th. Huséars, crack —polo-playing 
regiments, having taken some of them 
home ‘and played them in tourna- 
ments at Hurlingham. “At the time 
of which I write,” says Lord Denman, 
“we had had a train load of Boer 
ponies sent ‘up which had been taken 
‘at Prinsloo’s'surrender in'the Caledon 
Valley; they were the best lot of 
remounts I saw while I was in the 
country.” 

‘The artillery horses on the whole 
were very good; many of them, we 
may note, were London omnibus 
horses, which shrank from no amount 
of hard work, and were too used to 
the excitements of the streets of| 
London to let anything flurry them. 
The artillery, says Lord Denman, 
‘has been the best-mounted branch 
of the service’ throughout the war.” 
‘The English and Irish cavalry horses 
varied considerably, but might be 
classed as‘godd. ‘The North Ameri- 





were moderste, many being raw and 
badly broken. This is uot to be 
wondered .2t, considering the cir- 
cumstances under which they were 
purchased. ‘The Hungarians were 
the greenest horses Lord Denman 
had ever seen. ‘They carried good 
coats, even after a long sea voyage. 
and produced a good impression 
when first seen, and it was not till 
many wéeks later that it was dis- 
covered how quickly they collapsed 
when trekking. When we come to 
the Argentines we must give Lord 
Denman’s own words. The extract 
is long, but it would be cruel to 
omit a word of it:— 

Lastly, I come to the Argentine horse, 
or rather pony. Tt is with considerable 
difidenco that approach this part of my 
subject, for I feel acutely how unequal 
is “my inexperienced pen to the 
task of portraying the utter worthless- 
ness of this animal, | An impression 
has gained ground in this country 
that ‘the Hungarian was the most 
inferior article in the shape of horse-flesh 
senc out to South Africa, ‘This I emphati- 
cally assert was not the case. I admit that 
nothing too bad has been or_can be said 
about the Hungarian, but a far worse des- 
cription applies to ihe Argentine. ‘The 
former has been deseribed as the kind of 
horse occasionally to be seen driven in a 
lady's phacton ; this appeared to me_to be 
‘a. most complimentary description for the 
Hungarian, also a little unkind to Indies 
who drive phaetons ; but taking it as a fair 
comparison, where is there to be found in 
this country parallel for the Argentine? 
Tremember once seeing a pony that had 
certain points of resemblance to the latter ; 
it was engaged in drawing a mowing ma- 
chine across a lawn with one gardener 
pushing the machine from behind and 
another gardener lending the pony by the 
head however, was better stamp 
of animal than the’ average Argentine. 
Describing him briefly, I should say he 
stood from 14 to 14.2 hands in height, and 
was a round-barrelled, sloping-shouldered, 
fiddle-headed brute.’ His character was 
even worse than his personal appearance, 
for he was absolutely devoid of courage. 
Once he had made up his mind to lie down 
and die, nothing, not even the vivid elo- 
quence of the British soldier couched in 
impassioned terms, had the slightest. effect 
on him ; his name has become a byword of 
reproach throughout South Africa, 

(undreds and thousands of these ponies 
were bought and sent out to the war. 
‘They were not popular in the: remount 
depéts ; but as may well be imagined, the 
mounted corps avoided them as they would 
2 pestilence—colonials particularly loathed 
the sight of them. Still, there they 
were, and somebody had to’ have them. 
We did our best to dispose of then by issu- 
ing them to what are termed the non-com- 
batant branches of the army—to such 
people, for instance, as army doctors and 
army chaplains, a stern sense of duty over- 
coming all consideration of the perils to 
which body and soul alike became exposed. 
But it was impossible to get rid of more 
than a very small proportion in this man- 
ner, so the bulk of them went to the Moun- 
ted’ Infantry. At that time the Mounted 
Infantry were so pleased to get a horse at 
all that they did not complain as loudly as 
some other mounted corps would have done 
had these caricatures of horses been served 
out to them. 

While trekking I am thankful to say that 
my experience of these animals was but, 
slight. At Harrismith in the autumn of 
1900, when I had rejoined my Yeomanry, 
Tcame across the best train-load of Argent 
ines, just arrived from Durban, I had scen

When, however, [ found 
that the only damage we had sustained was 
the loss of my last Argentine [ said no more 
about the matter—in fact, I forgave him 
fully and freely from the bottom of my 
heart. As I have i 
majority of these animals were served out 
to the Mounted Infantry. More unsuitable 
remounts for this arm it would have been 
impossible to find. For the mounted 
infantryman was not as a rule a good horse- 
man ; this was due rather to the method of 
tmining, or in many cases to the lack of 
any training at all, than to any want of 
ceenness on the part of the soldier ([men- 
tion this without any idea of detracting 
from the splendid reputation for fighting, 
acquired by this branch of the Service in 
the war). Now, the Argentines were, av a 
tule, badly broken, and’ awkward, clumsy 
Is to ride ; in fact, many of them had 
not been broken at all. Moreover, when 
it is borne in mind that the mounted 
soldier generally rode with a certain 
amount of kit, in addition to his rifle and 
bandolier, it will he realised that it requir- 
ed no small degree of horsemanship on. his 
part to propel these creatures across the 
veldt at even a moderate rate of speed. 
It would require a Doré to depict 
a British ‘Lommy exhausting his 
vocabulary in the attempt to persuade 
his Argentine charger not to die with 
all his imperfections on his head. Up 
to the end of 1900 no fewer than 
25,872 of these hopeless brutes were 
sent out to South Afric. Lord 
Denman points out that after the 
first 15,000 were bonght, the War 
Office had eight months to find ont, 
and they had heaps of reports to 
guide them, what a waste of money 
and of valuable lives it was to send 
them, and yet they sent out 11,000 
more of them. But in fact, all the 
War Office cured about was to be 
able to tell the House of Commons 
what a number of animals they had 
bought and shipped. To ‘follow 
the well-mounted Boers good 
horses were. quite as necessary as 
good men. “So the War Office 
sent out Argentine remounts and the 
second batch of Imperial Yeomanry.” 

















































































In conclusion we must give 
in Lord Denman’s own words 
his two concluding paragraphs. He 


has just shown that had our men 
been properly mounted, about fifteen 
monthg, atleast, of war would have 
been spited, and it is, therefore, im- 
possible to cveulate how many 
millions of pounds the mismanage- 
ment of the remount question has 
directly or invirectly cost the 
country :—

It is, indeed, a bitter reficetion, but | 
none the less I fear a trug, one, that’ the 
lives of so many of our gallant countrymen | 
have been thrown away, sacrificed to the | 
inefficiency and incapacity of officials at | 
home. 

Vain has been the demand that justice 
should he done, vain the hope that we 
should at length discover the men respon- 
sible for these vital errors.

‘Tuere can be very little doubt that 

at the War Office Lord Lansdowne 
was a round peg in a square hole, 
but. he may consvle himself by the 
thought that his successor has not 
made a much better War Minister 
than he did. It can only be sur- 
mised that the whole Office is such a 
mass of incompetence tinctured with 
favouritism, that it is too much to 
expect any politician of ordinary 
capacity to reform it. An Enquiry 
into its conduct of the late war 18 
going on; but it is going on with 
carefully ‘closed doors, and we can 
predict from the result of the Re- 
inount Enquiry what the value of its 
report will be. 
Lansdowne to the Foreign Office 
seems to have been the transfer of a 
round peg to around hule; there is 
a general consensus of pinion that 
the Marquis has shown himself to be 
a very capable Foreign Minister, and 
it is not his fault, but ‘the fact that 
Lord Cranborne is a son of the late 
Foreign Minister, that he has such 
an incapable motth-piece in the 
House of Commons, the result. being 
that when he has a communication 
of weight to make to the British 
people, he is obliged to take the 
opportunity of a dinner-party at the 
Hotel Cecil to make it. 

Lord Lansdowne’s latest deliver- 
ance as we learn from the 
which we publish this morning, was 
distinctly an eirenicon, and as such 
must have been welcomed by all who 
realise, with the late Lord Derby, 
that of British interests the greatest 
is pence. In the beginning the Marquis 
seems to have been aiming a shaft at 
Sir Horace Rumbold, the “Specta- 
tor,” and others who think it well to 
impress it upon the British people 
in season and out of season that our 
ruthless enemy at the present mo- 
ment is Germany. ‘The Marquis, we 
learn, deprecated inveterate anti- 
pathies, and was glad that German 
and British sailors are acting side by 
side in South America, That they 
should be acting side by side is 
very much better than that they 
should be xcting on opposite sides, 
but we cannot see with much pride 
the greatest naval Power and the 
leading military Power in the world 
combining to chastise a little country 
with not half the population of Lon- 
don alone, however thoroughly the 
chastisement may be merited. Those 
who are stirring up enmity between 
England and Germany have been 
pointing gleefully to the more friend- 
ly attitude of France, and have used 
asa proof M. Camille Pelletan’s recent 
reduction of the French naval power 
in the Mediterranean. It is with 
very gerluine satisfaction that we see a 
better feeliug towards ourselves grows

ing up in onr nearest continental 
neighbours; but M. Pelletan himseif 
explained not long since that the re- 
duction referred to was 
porary; and we learn this morning 
that the French Chamber, pirtly no 
doubt in consequenc: of Russia's 
remonstrance, has restored the war 
credits for the Mediterranean fleet. 
Lord Lansdowne said that he was 
forced to deny, and he did it with 
natural regret, the imaginative state- 
ment that every difficulty with France 
is on the eve of settlement, but he 
welcomed the report as an indication 
that the wind of public feeling is 
blowing in the right direction. The 
little soreness that was aroused in 
Italy not long ago by Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s indiscretion his passed away, 

is giving us invalu- 
in Somaliland, where, 
re doing her work as 
well as our own. 

How highly our present Foreign 
er values our alliance with 
n, a country whose claims to be 
considered a Power to be reckoned 
with, Lord Salisbury with his anti- 
quated notions was never able to 
Appreciate, was shown by Lord Lans- 
downe’s reference to the subject ab 
the Hotel Cecil, A closer acqnaii 
ance, he said, with our new ally since 
the conclusion of the alliauce has led 
us, and he hoped it had had the same 
effect on Japan, to form a larger 
respect for our ally. There is no 
doubt among British residents in the 
Far East of the value of the alliance 
between the two island empires ; and 
it is very satisfactory 0 see that our 
Foreign office, with all the conserva- 
tism naturally inherent in such an 
institution, has only had its respect 
for Japin confirmed by a longer ac- 
quaintance. It will be very regret- 
‘able if Marquis Ito, in his anxiety to 
return to power, encourages his fol- 
lowers in any course whieh will make 
the alliance less valuable than it 
now is. We believe, however, that 
we may safely trust the patriotic 
pride of the Japanese Dict. 

Lord Lansdowne closed his speech 
with the remark that the more the 
Great Powers know and co-operate 
with each other, the better it is for 
the interests of all. This sounds like 
a truism, but Lord Lansdowne ev: 
dently felt that it will bear repeti- 
tion, nnd its consideration may be 
commended to the public writers 
Who have shown themselves of late 
only too anxious to foment ill-feeling 
between our old ally Germany and 
our own people.

Forty millions, as compired with 
four hundred millions, sounds small 
and insignificant; but when the 
smaller number has to find means of 
subsistence within an area one- 
twentieth the size of that allotted to 
the larger the insignificance at once 
vanishes. This is the case when the 
British Isles are put into the balance 
with the Celestial Empire. How 
crowded China is in places we all 
know ; how to dispose of the surplus, 
troubles usin the homeland just as 
much as the same problem would 
worry the statesmen of China did 
they ever think of it, In both 
countries there are large tracts uncul- 
tivated; in England because, asa rule, 
these areas are below “the murgin 
of cultivation,” to use the phrase 
sanctioned by our older economists, 
in China partly for this and pittly 
for other reasons. There has not in 
Ghina been quite the same rush to 
the cities which has been the bane 
of English country life. Men have 
stayel “on the land,” and it would 
not be amiss if those who are clam- 
outing for the retura of our people 
would carefully study what has been 
the result to China of the policy they 
so strongly recommend to England. 

It cannot be denied that in many 
‘aces the “old country,” as England 
Is affectionately named by her cul- 
onies and even by the United States, 
has within her borders mauy people 
with whom she could easily dispense 
to her own benefit and their good. 
Go where one will, there is the same 
old story of, for instance, the overplus 
of the gentler sex. North, south, east, 
and west, without any trouble one 
finds, according to the married section 
of the ladies’ world, that the city in 
which they live is “a paradise of old 
maids.” Scarborough is one, Chester 
is another, Bournemouth a third, to 
take three typical examples at three 
opposite corners of thy country. The 
reasons are obvious. Not a less birth- 
rate, as a rule, on the masculine side, 
but a greater mortality in the first 
place, a greater emigration rate in 
the second, and an increasing dis- 
inclination to marry, mainly due to 
the ever-growing extravagance ot 
modera life for which women may or 
may not be responsible, but which 
cannot be ignored when man serious- 
ly sets himself the problem : “Can I 
or can I not afford to increase my 
expenditure two, three, or four 
times?” 

Perhaps no better example can be 
given of the tendency of modern 
England to condense in spots than 
the continuous growth not only of 
London, Manchester, and other large 
cities, which are continuously swal- 
lowing up all the smal'er towns and 
villages round about them, but also 
of many of the smaller and more

But we learn now on the highest 
authority that the story is a pure 
invention, the death of Baron Liu 
having been so sudden that he left 
no death-bed memorial of any kind. 
It is evident now in whose interest 
the Hunan party at Nawking pro- 
mulgated this invention. 

It seems too that H. E. Chang 
Chih-tung’s statement to Dr. Griffith 
John that had he his own he 
would return as soon as possible to 
Wuchang was somewhat of the na- 
ttire of the proverbial Nolo episcopari.

better fieid for H. E. Chang than the 
province we live in. Above all, H_E. 
Chang is incorruptible. 

Of ILE. Wei Kuang-tao very little 
is known, He is an old man, and 
acearding to gen-ral report an official 
of high personal character, as most 
of the high officials are who come 
from Hun: as we have already 
mentioned, it is in his favour that he 
was removed from Kansu to Yunnan 
because he had no sympathy with 


























Tang Fa-hsiang and his anti-foreign 
proclivities. But the posts he has 
hitherto held cannot have given him 
a very large experience of foreign 
affairs. In any case, it seems that he 
owes his appointment to the powerful 
influence of the Hunan clique in 
Nanking, and it is, therefore, hardly 
to be expected that he will endeavour 
to remedy the principal abuse of 
which, under the late Vicerdy’s rule, 
the unfortunate inhabitants of Kiang- 
su had n.ost reason to complain, that 
is, the monopoly of all the lucrative 
subordinate posts by Hunanese, who 
have the credit of being, until they 
attain high rank, among the most 
corript’and inefficient officials in ‘the 
empire outside Peking. That H.E. 
Chang Chih-tung’s efforts to ‘reform 
the local civil and militaty administra- 
tions have had much to do with his 
removal from Nanking seenis certain. 
His energy in insisting on reforms 
brought him into direct conflict with 
the Hunan clique, and this clique 
has proved too powerful even for him, 
As one of our correspondents pointed 
out not long ago, it was impossible 
to suppose tl.at the man who has so 
successfully for some years ruled the 
two provinees of Hunan and Hupeh, 
could not control the Hunanese in 
the Kiangnan provinces. It is be- 
cause he showed that he could and 
won'd control them that they have 
worked to get him removed, 

So far the only objection made to 
ELE. Wei Kunang-tao's appointment, 
as far as we have heard, apart from 
its necessitating H.E. Chang's return 
to Wuchang, is that he has had no 
experience of dealing with foreign 
atiairs, But those who remember 
the chorns of disipproval with’ which 
Baron Lin's appoin ment to Nanking 
was ‘received, and how amply he 














justified the ‘appointment when he 


was called upon to dent with seriaus 
issues, will be very slow to condemn 
the new Viceroy in advance, Oppor- 
tunity evoked the man in Baron Lin’s 
case, and knowing the capacity of the 
Hunan men when they are given 
high office, we have good reason to 
hope that he will not fall short of

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Beware of Brown Sugar! 

Your correspondent has just returned 
from a long trip in three of the distant 
counties of the Ichoufu prefecture. Among 
the things, which impressed him as he 
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travelled, the following are perhaps worthy 
of being recorded. "Rumours are still 
afloat. A Chinese friend remarked one 
day ‘that when attending © market an 
acquaintance had said to him, ‘You must 
not eat brown sugar now.” The natural 
question “Why?” introduced the startling 
response, “If you do you will get ‘the 
epidemic’ (cholera, which has caused the 
death of so many in the last few months). 
Foreigners are now using this sugar to bury 
their dead !” 


The Credulity of the Chinese 
is evidenced by this statement, and as well 
by a placard which T saw in’a mountain 
district. This last was to the effect that 
“in the spring an official named Hu had 
died in Peking, and after several days had 
come to life again. During his short sta 
in the other world Buddha appeared to 
him, telling him of a widespread calamity 
that in the autumn was to visit man. To. 
avoid it let cach one make an amulet of a 
bit of mud, wrapped in some yellowpaper on 
which the ‘character for Buddha is written ; 
this should be suspended from his neck or 
nailed over his door. Else swift destruc- 
tion would be his lot. 


Making Merit. 

That some of the common people should 
believe this is perhaps not to be wondered 
at, But when belief is found also among the 
officials, the extent of superstition’s sway 
is evident, The placard in question was 
posted by the magistrate of one of the 
counties of this district.

The Fortune of Trade. 

After a threatened famine a feast, and 
more: The prospects of the rico harvest 
seemed so bad that native merchants 
plunged heavily in purchases of the staple. 
Steamers were chartered as perhaps 
never before, and cargo after cargo came 
into the harbour. With them came also 
tho rain in quantity sufficient to save part 
of tho crop. Immediately prices began to 
come down, and now when there is a pro- 
spect of saving half of the yield, consignees 
cannot part with their rice without losing 
$2. picul. The Customs rate indicates a 
drop of $1, and this moves slower than the 
‘market. as a rule. The godowns are full, 
and the prospects for the winter decidedly 
bad. It looks as if there will be a heavy 
crop of failures, to make up for the short- 
age in the rice crop. The insurance com- 
panics aro making money, for the stocks 
of rice and goods which cannot find a 
market are being secured against fire 
risks. 

The Danger of Hurry. 

Another source of loss is the caking of 
part of the rice brought from Wuhu. "In 
order to get the grain away before a new 
likin. came into operation, the crop was 
hurriedly harvested, and’ insufficiently 
dried, with the result that it has harden- 
ed in some cases into great masses which 
are useless as food. The southern Chinese 
are particular about the quality of their 
rico at all times, and such stuff is an 
abomination tu them. 


The New Knowledge. 
The Taotai has been holding examina- 








tions. Among the questions set are

Furthermore he insists on i 
up an agitation with the object of J 
Russia out of it ; and has, with this object 
in view, delivered some fiery speeches. 

But I do not think he will succeed. The 
Japanese authorities mustknow even aswell 
as Dr. Mortison that Russia's grip on 
Manchuria cannot easily be released ; but 
they do not seem to be much excited about 
it, As for the man in the street he has 
now forgotten that Manchuria ever existed. 
Instead of gaining support, Professor 
Tomidzu is being condemned for his zeal. 
His fellow professors of the Imperial 
University have formally complained of 
him for using violent language about a 
foreign Power, this Lcing’ apparently a 
breach of professorial etiquette. 

On the whole there does not seem to be 
much chance of the Japanese Professors 
blossoming out on public questionslike their 
American confrores. ‘The public to which 
they appeal 1s too limited, the general 
mass of the people is too far below them, 
and finally the government can squash 
them if they prove troublesome by simply 
stopping their salaries.

Premier Barton accompanied by Sir 
John Forrest, Minister of Defence, his 
first lieutenant, arrived in Melbourne on 
the 23rd October. The travellers’ route 
from Home was overland across America, 
thence per Canadian mail steamer 
Aorangi from Vancouver to Brisbane 
The official welcome tendered the return- 
ing politicians in Sydney was marred by 
the coarse behaviour of a section of the 
large audience filling the Town Hall. Sir 
Edinund made but little of it to the 
Melbourne Press interviewers, explaining 
that the interruptions he was subjected 
to wore rather ill-timed. He was not 
making party political speeches, but 
holding forth on questions relacing to Im- 
porial affairs, and on stich topics he was 
entitled to a fair hearing. Of the con- 























ference of Premiers Sir Edmund remark- 


ed “that it did work which will be of 
advantage to Australia for generations.” 

‘The returning Premier has been sovere- 
ly criticised in some quarters on account 
of the now naval agreement to which this 
country is pledged. It provides for an 
increased subsidy amounting to £200,000 
per annum, while the conditions under 
which the fleet is stationed in these waters 
remain practically unaltered, with tho 
single exception that provision is to bo 
made for the raising and training of a 
local Naval Reserve from home material. 
In addition one or two vessels of larger 
tonnage and batteries are to be provided.

‘ot for a very long time has public 
aunusement been aroused by a lawsuit to 








such an extent as it has been in the 
trial of A.B. Worthington, to whom 
I referred in a former letter. The case 
presented all the features of a cause 
cclébre; there wero the clever scheming 
adventurer and the pretty and wealthy 
little widow, his victim; the wife of the 
deceiver who was very much in the way 
and obstinately refused to die when ex- 
pected, also any number of passionate 
love letters read aloud in court. Refer 
ences also to Rosicrucian Mahatmas and 
‘ptian deities of the Isis and Osiris 
variety by the score. 
Worthington, an unscrupulous, 
ted, plausible American adven- 
turer, arrived in Melbourne over 12 
months ago and, although he had a very 
shady record in Maoriland and other 
places, he established a religious sect, 
catied the Students of Truth, mostly wo- 
men. He then proceeded on’ the lines of 
a quasi-Oriental mysticism, mixed with a 
dash of German transcendentalism, to gull 
his faithful followers at his pleasure. 
Madame de Ja Juveny was ono of the 
most easily impressed, and on the strength 
of bogus letters from a firm of Yankee 
Jawyers assuring him of his inheritance 
‘of vast wealth from a defunct relative, 
Worthington “ borrowed” in all from the 
lady £1,300. There were more tender re~ 
Jations than business ones between the 
pair, however, and in one letter, the gen- 
tleman, who signed himself Osiris, remar! 
ed that hi: was not expected to live 
more than a year, and asked his disciple 
to step into the position when vacant. 
Occult beings had foretold Mrs. Wor- 
thington’s carly demise. After a year's 
ing, however, the prophecy remained 
unfulfilled, and in due course the disap- 
pointed widow became alarmed about her 
cash which Osiris had “borrowed,” and 
took ont a warrant for his arrest. At the 
time of his arrest, Worthington was 
Minister of the Sydney Unitarian Church. 
‘As fraud was clearly proved the judge 
summed up strongly against the prisoner ; 
a verdict of guilty was recorded, and the 
high priest of Osiris was awarded a term of 
seren Fears’ hard labour.

Mr. Chamberlain and his Mission. 
On Tuesday there appeared in the pages 
of the “ Westminster zette” an “un- 
authorised programme” of the “Royal 
Progress of his Most Pushful Majesty the 
Colonial Seeretary” through “London. 
It was a piece of good-humoured chaff, 
delineated and doubtless also invented by 
that prince of caricaturists, Mr. F. C. 
Gould. The famous hour-glass and 
squeezed sponge appear among the items 
of the Regalia; and the Prime Minister, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and the War Minister are 
represented as occupying a quite snbor- 
dinate part of the procession packed away 
in one four-wheeled cab. Allowing for 
exareration of a political 
a not altogether unfair 
representation of the relative prominence 
of Mr. Chamberlain and those of his 
colleagues who occupy what are nominally 
higher positions in the Cabinet. Whe- 
ther through merit or pushfulness or 
circumstance, the Colonial Secret 
tinues to be the esnosure of all eyes. It 
was doubtless a highly creditable metive 
which induced him to express the wish 
that the great farewell banquet to be 
held at Birmingham should be of a non- 
political character: but the result is that 
his political opponents in the Midlands 
capital have no ontion but to join in his 
glorification.

The Colonial Confere ce. 

Again Mr. Chamberlain's statemanship 
is brought into prominent notice by the 
timely publication of the official report 
of his recont conference with the Coloniat 
Premiers. The Right Honourable gentle- 
man’s opponents have indulged in sareas- 
tie comments on the likeness of this re- 
port in one particular to that of the 
Fecent report of the Conference of Bir- 


mingham Liberal Unionists on the Educa- 
tion Bill. Mr. Chamberlain's opening 
address is published verbatim, while the 





speeches of the Colonial Premiers are not 
reported at all, the only other speeches 
printed being ‘what may be called the 
sectional addresses of two or three of Mr. 
Chamberlain's colleagues in the Cabinet. 
Here again, however, one cannot justly 
ascribe the fact to Mr. Chamberlain's 
pushfulness. It was determined by tho 
wish of the Premiers themselves that the 
discussion should be confidential; and 
some of them in the end objected to any 
publication of their speeches. The only 
possible course therefore was to omit all 
the speeches and publish only the resolu- 
tions arrived at. At the same time the 
publication of Mr. Chamberlain's speech 
was essential to an understanding of the 
views of the Imperial Government on tho 
‘ions discussed. The definite results 
arrived at by the Conference seem rather 
small compared with those achioved by 
the previous Conference in the Jubilee 
year, but this is because the subjects 
discussed were much larger questions— 
questions upon which immediate action is 
neither possible nor desirable. 


Imperial Federation. 

But one cannot doubt that Imperial 
Federation has been brought very much 
nearer by this Conference, ‘The primary 
conditions of federation laid down by Mr. 
Chamberlain meet with universal appro- 
val in this country. “His Majesty's 
Government,” said "Mr. Chamberlain, 
“while they would welcome any approach 
which might be made to a more definite 
and closer union, feel that it is not for 
them to press it upon you. The demand, 
if it comes and when i comes, must come 
from the Colonies. If it comes it will bo 
cnthusiastically received in this country. 
If you are prepared at anv timo to take 
any proportionate sharo in the burdens of 
the Empire, we are prepared to meet you 
with any proposal for giving to you a 
corresponding voice in the policy of the 
Empire.” That most of the Colonies are 
already in a measuro prepared for this is 
shown by the fact that they have material- 
Iy increased their contributions to the 
navy; but Canada still refuses to give 
anything. 

The Education Bill. 

‘The Education Bill drags along very 
slowly in Committee, and it is clear that 
a drastic use of the closure will be neces- 
sary to get it through. The “Times” 








- points out that after the Home Rule Bill 


of 1893 had been 33 days in Committee, 
Mr. Gladstone proposed and carried his 
resolution to fix a date on which the 
clauses would be closured in batches. The 
Education Bill has now been 36 days in 
Committee; and it cannot be denied that 
Mr. Balfour, although he adheres re- 
solutely to the provision by which the 
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owners of voluntary schools are to ap- 
point two-thirds of thé managers, h: 
other points been extremely conciliat 
Ho has, indeed, accepted an amendmen’ 
which has aroused bitter opposition from 
the Roman Catholics and High Church- 
men. By this amendment, which was 
proposed by Colonel Kenyon Slaney, the 
religious education. in Voluntary schools 
is to bo under tho control of the mana- 
gors, and in his own words his object was 
“to get rid of the existing one-man con- 
trol of the religious teaching in Voluntary 
schools.” High Churchmen and Roman 
Catholics of course hold that the clergy- 
man or priest should have control of the 
religious instruction. In logic, Mr. Bal- 
four was bound to accopt tho amendment, 
since he has deolared that the secular 
instruction is to bo entirelv controlled by 
the representative local authority and not 
by the managers. If the managers are to 
control neither the sccular nor the reli- 
gious instruction they might as well be 
dono away with altogether. 


The By-Elections. 

Two by-elections have come off this 
week, in the Cleveland Division of 
Yorkshire and the East Toxteth Division 
of Liverpool, and thero is another pending 
in tho Orkney and Shetland Islands. The 
two olestions decided have made no 
change in the Government majority, a 
Liberal succeeding to a Liberal in Cleve- 
Jand and a Conservative to a Conserva- 
tive in Liverpool; but in each case the 
Liberals can fairly’ claim a “moral vic- 
tory,” as in ono they have reduced the 
Unionist majority from about 2,000 to 
Jess than 400, and in the other increased 
the Liberal majority by some six hundred. 
In tho Cleveland Division the fight was 
mainly over the Education Bill; but the 
fall in the Unionist majority in the Liver- 

1 division is largely if not mainly to 
Be attributed to strong feelings aroused 
ovor the Ritual question, Mr. Taylor, 
tho Conservative candidate, is an’ ardent

fenry Howarth, in a very vigorous letter 
‘to the “Times,” has quoted a number of 
extracts from a certain manual ‘of “ Ca- 
tholic Prayers for Catholic People.” It 
includes a remarkable “Litany of tho 
‘Most Holy Sacrament,” in which occur, 
among others, the phrases, “Corn of the 
Elect, have mercy upon us. Wine whose 
fruit is Virgins, have mercy upon us. 
Food of Angels, have meroy upon us. 
Superriatural Bread, kave merey upon us.” 
‘This Sir Henry describes as “2 mixture of 
materialism almost African in its naked 
Atel with - ater great and 
illiterate phraseology.” the Bishoy 
of Exeter and the Warden of Keble on 
clare that they had never seen this man- 
ual, which was issued by Mr. Leeper some 
years ago when he was a curate, and with-

Municipal Terms of Service.—Revised 
foreign pay list for 1903 is submitted and 

proved. Therein is shown, in nccordance 

the Council’s instructions, the usual 
routine annual promotions,’ revisions 
resulting from the renewals of agreements 
during the year, ond finally a general 
‘ndvance of 10 per cent. Tho draft of » 
code of rul-s to govern a proposed scheme 
of superannuation for the staff as recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee, is also 
xpproved. ‘Tho members are of opinion 
that these proposals are such ax will 
commend themselves to the Ratepayers as 
reasonxble, and that the increase, while 
not conceding all that has been asked in 
certain directions, is ay much as can 
properly be recommended under present 
circumstances. ‘The total increase in the 
Budget under this schome will amount to 
about Tly 60,000. 

‘Markels.—A. report on this subject by 
the Health Officer is sub and after 
discnssion of the various points thereit 
raise, it is decided to adopt his recom- 
mendations as follows :—(1) that next year 
pork shops be licensed for Public Health 
porposes nly, without fer, (2) that markets 

licensid in accordance with Bye-law 
XXXIV, and (8) that stalls or spaces 
jin privare markets whether under cover or 
in public or private streets or alleys 
be charged a fee similar to those collected 
in. the Municipal Markets and that 
privately constructed merkets poy the 
genersl Municipal rate. . 

‘The Council considers that by the 
adoption of these measures the present 
system, which directly encourages . the 
competition of uncontrolled vendors of 
food stuffs with the Municipal Markets, 
may be satisfectorily amended. 

General Hospital.—The Secretary of the 
Shanghai Geveral Hospital forwards an 
application for increaso of the Council’s 
Annual Grant in aid from Tis. 2,000 to Tl. 
3,000, on the ground that the cost of mai 
tenance of free pxtients has been largely ; 
increased during the past year. The mem-| 
bera-are informed that the present Tis. 
2,000 grant shows an annual surplus in 
favour of the Council; i: ishowever decided, 
after a full discu-sion, to include the in- 
creased .amount .in the Budget for the 
forthcoming year.

It is 
decided, in reply, to acknowledge the 
courteous terms in’ which Major Maxwell 
refers to the cordial relations which have 
existed between the Municipality and the 
British Troops, and to express regret at 
their departure and appreciation of the 
excellent conduct which has invariably 
distinguished the Forces under his com- 
mand. 

New Gaol.—The Superintendent submits 
plans, drawn by the Municipal Engi 
for the construction of work-shops at the 
Gaol at an estimated cost of Tis. 12,500. 
It is noted that original intention was 
to provide buildings of a cheaper and less 
solid nature, but the Superintendent, is 
now of opinion that, fur the sake of 
uniformity and to avoid further building 
operations when the Gaol is occupied by 
prisoners, it ix advisable to construct the 
work-shops as laid down in the plans now 
submitted. After discussion, the Council 
sanctions this expenditure for inclusion in 
the Budget and directs that all possible 
means be taken to easure the work-shops 
being ready for use when the Gaol is 
occupied next year. 

North Szechuen Road Extension.—With 
aview to the continuation of this road 
beyond Settlement limits to the Rifle 
Range, negotiations have taken place for the 
acquisition of the strip immediately North 
of Range Road. By an arrangement with 
the owners of B. C. Lot 1,936 a forty foot, 
strip through this property, measuring mow 
0.948, has been acquired’ in return for 
certain payments agaregating Ts. 3,942,

It was very 
probable that if Shanghai took the lead 
Other ports would follow the example of 
forming Colonial Associations of some 
kind. What form the movement would 
take rested with the meeting to decide. 
Ho did not intend to make any sugges- 
tions, but would warn them against going 
too fast. Whatever was done he 
was to see carried through thick 
and thin, but he advised great 
caution at the commencement, and 
hoped it was not intended to make a big 
display at the outset. Then there was 
the question of eligibility for member- 
ship. That was a point they would find 
very difficult. Many influential gentle- 
men, not born in the Colonies, but who 
had been associated with them for long 
periods, had asked would it be possible 
for them to become members. Undoubt- 
edly the meeting was called primarily for 
Colonials, and it was for them to decide 
whether such gentlemen should be admit- 
ted. They had a good gathering present, 
and he hoped the main points would be 
thoroughly thrashed out before they dis- 
persed. 

‘After a long and animated discussion 
as to whether it would be better to form 
‘a club or an association. it was resolved, 
‘on the motion of Mr. L. E. P. Jones, 
seconded by Mr. Turnbull, that those 
present. form an Association, which was, 
‘on another resolution, named the As- 
sociation of British Colonials in the Far 
East. 

‘Tho discussion on qualification for mem- 
bership evoked many divergent views, 
and motions and amendments reached 
such numbers that the Chairman sugzest- 
ed an adjournment of business to permit 
‘of an informal discussion. This having 
eon done, upon resuming it was ulti- 
mately decided to accept the proposal of 
Mr. L. E. P. Jones, seconded by Mr. 
i “That only those born of 
ish naronts in 
the British Denendencies, or those who 
hare, in the oninion of a Committen ta 
ha oloctad by the members. enficiontle 
identified themselves with the British Co- 
lonial Empire by residence or otherwise, 
shall be elicihle far membershin: election 
to be decided by ballot.” 

‘The objects of, the Association, it was 
decided. were to fall under the three 
headings of promotion of arqnaintance 
with feilow Colonials, social intercourse.

THE SHANGHAI 
PHOTOGRAPHIC 
SOCIETY. 


—_—+—- 


On Thursday night, in the Union Church 
Hall, a well-attended meeting of the 
Photographic Society listened to a most 
interesting lecture by Mr. M. Slevogt, 
entitled “Notes on Fifteen Years of 
Photographic Work in Shanghai.” At the 
close of his lecture Mr. Slevogt illustrated 
his remarks by a selection of lantern slides 
from the choicest of his own negatives. 

In the course of his lecture Mr. Slevogt 
said that the conditions of light and 
climate in this part of the world are so 
vastly different from those ruling in Eng- 
land and on the Continent that a now- 
comer who is not a griffin in photography 
has much to unlearn and more to learn 
before he can hope to reduce his bill for 
spoilt plates. As to cameras, he himself 
started with a stand camera, which is 
best, and for ordinary landscape work, 
where straight lines do not predominate, 
the single, inexpensive landscape lens is 
oe peeterred £0. bore costly modern an- 
astigmat, as the latter greatly exag- 
gerates the distance. He ould not too 
strongly deprecate beginners starting with 
the hand camera. He trusted none of the 
members of this Society were of the 
“press the button” category who snap at 
everrthing and are content to take thoir 
undeveloped plates to a Chinese photo- 
graphor and “let him do the rest.” The 
proper composition of a landscape is only 
to be learnt by a carefull stndy of the focus- 
sing screen. Happily, however, the amateur 
who has to stndy his purse can gat a stand 
and hand camera combined ; the best, he 
thought, was the focal plane shntter fold- 
ing camera, which he believed was first 
brought ont by Goetz-Anschutz, improved 
by Stecemann, and which has recently 
‘been placed on the market by Watson 
and Son, London. The ordinary magazine 

ra. holding a dozen quarter-nlates, 
damp climate was apt to have its 
macKinery go wrong and fail at the most 
inopportune moment. At ono of their 
Society’s excursions it was sad to seo 
their President struggling to extricate a 
plate from the depths of tho magazine. 

Mr. Slevogt then showed what ho con- 
sidered the best hand camera (as des- 
cribed), with roller-blind shutters varying 
from one-twentieth to one-four-hundredth 
of a second. As to hand cameras, it was 
best to havo a stand, and a solid one, but 
if not, he did not advocate holding it 
‘up at tho level of the eyes; in this coun- 
try it had tho effect of terrifying the 
natives. Aluminium stands wero utterly 
useless. Some amateurs who spent large 
sums on their cameras were utterly care- 
less as to their dark slides. A leaky dark 
slide was a horror. Really ood ones 
might be slightly expensive, but lasted 
a lifetime. As to plates, ho did not ad- 
mire the 5 x 4 size. Tn landscapes it gave 
too much sky or too much foreground. 
‘Artistically, tho best proportions for a 
picture were as one to one and one-third, 
or, as in the Continental size, 9 x 12 cen- 
timetres. As to exposure, racing horses 
could he photogranhed in one twelve-hun- 
dredth of a second on Rapid Tford Plates 
or Tumieres : the longest exposure that 
could be given with a hand camera was 
about. two-thirds of a second. For the 
majority of his subjects one-twentieth of a 
second was enough. Asa develoner, noth- 
ing eanatled pyto-snda. As to nenars for 
nrinting there were bromide naners, Velox, 
and a paner made by Tiesoneane of Diiseel- 
dorf, and Fastman’s Platino-Bromide. 
Velox was, however, rather hard, The 
Liesengang papers gave a large variety of 
‘beautiful tones, from olive green to terra- 
cotta. 
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‘A discussion followed the lecture, and 
a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Slevogt was 
moved by Mr. Bosustow and seconded by 
Dr. Reid.

year. The policy of the society in divid- 
ing its labours between books of Christian 
and general knowledge has been steadily 
| maintained. I know that some of our 
friends would like to see us devote more 
| of our time to the production of purely 
religious literature. I venture’ to submit: 
that they are wrong and that our method 
results in a better division of labour. It 
must be borne in mind that ‘there is an 
abundant annual supply of religious litera- 
ture published by the varidus missionary 
denominations, religious tract societies, 
educational associations and the like, 
i while, hitherto, no sorious attempt has 
been ‘made to ‘satisfy the demand for: 
knowledge of a wider and! more general 
kind. Itis this sphere we aré attemptinfy to 
occupy. Our work is to be considered as 
preparatory and supplemehtary to that 
of the regular missionary organisation and 
not as competitive. Wo take our stand 
‘on the belief that all true knowledge is 
esséntially Christian and we see nothing 
‘incongruous in placing alongside the dis- 
tinotively religious publications of the 
year our books on history and geography. 
on science and philosophy, on tariff and 
likin, and on international law. But wo 
would not bo misunderstood or in any way 
be hold to decry the value and importance 
of ‘purely religious literature. If wo 
plead for a catholic interpretation of what 
constitutes Christian’ literature, we con- 
tend no less firmly that learning or mor- 
ality untouched by religion is a vain 
thing. So far as conduct is ‘concerned it 
may prove man's bane rather than his 
blessing. “Teach the Chinese morality,” 
say'some, “and leave Christianity alone 
until they are civilised enough to compre- 
hend its lofty teaching. Teach them, for 
| instance, that it does not pay in the long 
Tun to water cotton and to adulterate tea 
‘and you will havo done moro for the real 
welfare of China than all your thcorotical 
teaching.” And ‘this is what is called 
practical common serio. | Could anything 

moro unpractical, moro visionary? 
All| history, all experience is against it. 
It would indeed bo a simple solution of 
the problems of empite if to know 'right- 
cousness were synonymous with tho doing 
of it. “It is not so. “Men must be mado 
to “feel” as well as to, know if right is ta 
done. Until our critics can show us a bot- 
tor, a more practical, plan for ‘turning 
men from evil unto good than Chris: 
tianity has to offer, we shall continue to 
plate it in the ‘forefront ‘of our pro- 
gramme. I do not quarrel with those who 
profess a great admiration for the Chinese 
system of ethics, but it is idle to pretend 
that as a motive to conduet it has been a 
success. The Chinese themselves admit, 
that it has failed, as any system of mor? 
ality must fail unless it comes not only in 
word, but in power. If the last word this 
society had to say on tho regeneration of 
China were to advocato a'merely'mioral or 
intellectual ‘propaganda, who is th man 
that would take off his coat to the task 
No, bur watchword is knowledge, ‘ou. it 
is Christian knowledge. 


Distribution. . 

‘Tho total value of the books distributed, 
including free grants and other publi 
| tions was $62,685. Our own publications 
{ realised $33,219 or somo $5,000 more than 
‘the totals of the three previous years put 
together. ‘I think you will agree with me 
that this is a remarkable testimony to the 
growing appreciation ‘of our-books on tho 
part of those whom they are intended to 
serve. It is also, I am prond.to think, a 
remarkable proof of the value of our work 
‘on the part of those who are engaged in 
distributing it, witness the long: list of 
missionary: *membets representative, of 
nearly all the various denominations and 
comprehending almost every shade of re- 
ligious thought and experience. .;Tt must 

ladden the hearts, of our small but, en- 
thusiastic band:of workers.to find this seal 
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those who aro best fitted to judge of its 
value.’ The extent of these lebours it is 
given to few to appreciate. It is not to 
be measured by the cataloguo of transla- 
tions. That represents only 2 small pro- 
portion of the work actually dono by our 
editorial staff in tho way of selecting, edit- 
ing, examining and correcting the work of 
others. As an ‘instance of the conscien- 
tious manner in which their work is per- 
formed, I may mention that no manuscript 
is published until it has first been, pre- 
sented by tho reader, approved by the 
examining committce and, finally, passed 
by the Board of Directors.

bank is not to be taken as a sign of sur- 
plus wealth. It is the result of that delay 
. in publication, .from causes beyond our 
control, to which I have already. referred. 
One other fact I must mention. . Our 
magazine, the “Review of the Times,” 
under the able editorship of Dr. Allen, has 
at last attained the tribute it has long 
merited, and is now self-supporting. There 
is no’ more valuable work done by the 
Society. A further source of revenue may 
60 looked for in the growth of our homo 
representation. New branches have been 
opened in Liverpool and Aberdeen in ad- 
dition to those already established in 
London, Edinburgh and Glasgow. During 
the year a long-desired reform has been 
carried out in the separation of the 
socioty’s offices from the book depot. 
Suitable premises have been acquired for 
tho staff in Kiangse Road and the appoint- 
ment of a foreign manager at the book 
storo is already bearing fruit in increased 
efficiency and economy. »'The work of 
translation has also been expedited by 
the employment of English-speaking and 
Suggestions 
aro welcomed from whatever quarter of 
suitable subjects for translations and the 
society is prepared to, acb upon them 
when expedient.. But I would point out 
that. the printed catalogue conveys onl; 
a fragmentary idea of the variety an 
oxtent-of our publications. It is hardly 
too much to say: that there are few sub- 
jects of importance to the well-being of 
this empire, religious, moral, material, 
which have not been handled in our sev- 
eral magazines and Tracts for the Times. 
‘We have, I venture to assert, in this re- 
port a record of good work well done; 
the pity is that there are so few to do it. 
Moro workers aro urgently needed. Were 
our means but commensurate with our 
aims T know not what limits could be as- 
signed:to tho usefulness of this society. -

It opens before us a vast sphere of 
usefulness and constantly. increasing op- 
portunities for the near future. The re- 
port is in your hands ; so I need not dwell 
at length on its single items; it deserves 
the careful study of all friends of China. 
The sincere and only object, which this 
Society has in view, is to help China 
her present difficulties and to benefit 
these 400 million peoplo by spreading true 
light ‘and true Enowledge amongst the 
reading classes of the nation on all sub- 
jects connected with the Christian civi- 
lisation of the West. 

As I have said in the report of 1897, 
when during Dr. Richard's furlough in 
England, I had the honour of being secre- 
tary of the Society: “We want to help 
the Chinese by our books to understand 
the present situation, we want to help 
them. in the perils of transition, in which 
they are now placed, wo want to guide 
them in the pathway of truo civilisation, 
of science, liberty, and righteousness. But 
wo know that a thorough reformation of 
China can only bo carried out on a now 
moral and religious basis.” In 1895 our 
sales were 2,100 dollars, in 1896 about 
6,000 dollars, in 1897 12,000, in 1898 
18,000 .dollars; then came the changes 
in Peking, but this year our total sales 
were. over 62,000 dollars. This shows 
what progress we have made and what 
figures we may reach, if we advance at 
‘tho same. rate of progression. 

Te is especially gratifying and encow 
ing to us, that our Society has been al

most influential men. _ Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung, whose beautiful photo printed 
in the report must endear him to all who 
have not seen his face, gave 3,000 dollars, 
Governor Nich 1,000, Viceroy Tsen 500, 
Governor Li 500, the late Viceroy Lin 
Kun-yi 200. dollars towards the Society. 
Js not this most. brilliant and. irrefut- 
able testimony te the value of the Socie- 
.ty's methods and work with regavd to the 
tru welfare of China, a testimony, which 
should encourage and stimulate our faith- 
ful. supporters a home to their utmost 
efforts? . Here at last 2 method of Chris- 
tian activity in China.is found, to which 
‘eyen.,tho, most. enlightened, Viceroys. of 











China themselves contribute, becauso 
they havo understood the fact, ‘which Dr. 
Richard on page 16 of this new report has 
expressed in these words: “ By the trans- 
lation of standard works on all the great 
ideas, which move the world, and the re- 
‘commendation of institutions, which havo 
advanced the leading nations, our Society 
is laying the foundation of the future 
prosperity of China, and by doing this it 
is advancing the best interests of nations, 
who bave any intercourse with Chin: 


A’Plea for Religious Liberty- 
‘Thus far, ladies and gentlemen, you 
will have followed my remarks, I hope, 
with general approval. But we ought in 
these annual meetings, I think, not only to 
congratulate, as usual, the members of our 
Society on the work accomplished during 
the year, but ought also earnestly to con- 
sider some of those serious and dark pro- 
blems, the solution of which will greatly 
influence the future development of Cl 
and thereby of the wholo world. 
will therefore allow me, I hope, to state 
jn a few words still one special reason 
why I love the work of the Diffusion 
Society, a reason which is of the utmost 
importance for China's futuro in my 
opinion, To put it briefly, I love the 
work of the Diffusion Society, becauso I 
hope this Society will greatly help in 
preparing the way for the introduction 
of full religious liberty in China, The 
Diffusion Society is, according to its 
constitution a Christian Society, its ob- 
ject. is to circulate literature based on 
Ghristian principles. At the same time, 
it does not represent Christianity in a 
mere dogmatical or doctrinal manner, 
but as I have said in the report of 1897, 
“it exemplifies the love of Christ on the 
grandest scale, because it deals not only 
with a few individuals, but with the 
misery and poverty of a whole nation, 
with the inner springs of life of one-fourth 
of our human race.” If then the litera- 
ture of our Society, being pervaded by 
this Christian spirit, is more and more 
appreciated by all intellivent classes in 
China, as it is proved to be by the facts 
and figures of our report, may wo not 
hope that this literature and the genor- 
ous spirit going out from it will soon con- 
vince the leading classes in China and 
ultimately the Chinese Government itself, 
that true Christianity is really not ii 
jurious to the nation, but on the con- 
trary most beneficial to its social and 
political welfare? And may we not hope, 
Tsay, that through these considerations 
the Chinese Government will by its own 
free will and conviction at last grant that 
full religious liberty, which we are asking, 
for, also in. public schools and all govern- 
ment positions? Religious liberty is the 
fundamental principle of the prosperity 
of western nations. Without freedom of 
conscience, even taat sincerity of charac- 
ter, which Confucianism itself demands, 
canstot be developed. Therefore this fre 
dom of conscience ought to be granted in 
all government schools. Do not forget 
that private schools are different from 
public schools, supported by the taxes of 
all the people. In private schools, sup- 
ported by their own private means, the 
conservative section of the ‘Confucianists 
may certainly please themselves, just as 
missionaries in their private schools may 
make their own rules and_ rogulations. 
But not so in public schools at govern 
ment expense. In public schools religio 
liberty ought to be granted. This docx 
not mean that Confucianism as a noble 
system of ethics should not be taught any 
in these schools: by no means. 
Confucius may even be worshipped by the 
Confucian majority of the pupils in these 
schools if they can sincerely do so; what 
we are asking for iy only that Christian 
pupils and teachers in these schools and 
Christian or philosophically — seeptic 
officials in other positions should not be 
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excluded and should not suffer and should 
not be debarred from advancement in the 
government service, simply because they 
must for conscience sake absent themselves 
from those Confucian religious cere- 
monies. How this is to be done may be 
learned from the way in which all Jews 
and Roman Catholic pupils in German 
aze excused from the religious services i 
Protestant schools and colleges. 

The fact that the Chinese Government 
has not yet granted this religious liberty 
in public schools and official positions, 
shows that the old conservative spirit in 
the Government has not yet been trans- 
formed. But China should follow now 
tho example of all tho most civilised na- 
tions includine Japan, who all have 
granted this liberty. 

Unless this full religious liberty is grant- 
od, X am afraid an increasing spirit of 
antagonism will be nourished between 
onfucianists and Christians, and this 
spirit will in the future lead to another 
outbreak of an anti-Christian persecu- 
tion, but still more vehement and more 
extended than that of 1900. Would this 
then be to the true interests of the Chi- 
nose Government, and nation? Are we 
training our Christians in the interior 
with this gloomy end in view? Is it not 
the duty of all true friends of China to 
endeavour to avert such dreadful calami- 
ties in the future? Is it not the dut; 
of all Christian nations and of all th 
representatives in China to endeavour at 
Teast, to persuade the Chinese Govern- 
ment, not by political threats or diplo- 
matic pressure, but rather as true friends 
by reason of the best methods of govern- 
ment and the true benofit of China's own 
people, to grant this full religious liberty, 
which alone will make the way clear for 
China's peaceful development and will 
for evor avert these future calamities? 

Tn concluding these remarks and to 
corroborate my views, I wish to-day to 
draw your attention, and, I hope, 
through ‘the report of this meeting, the 
attention of all true friends of China, to 
the important essay, which Professor De 
Groot of Leyden has published in Eng- 
lish in this year's report of the Oriental 
Seminary at Berlin, on the question: “Is 
there religious liberty in China?” The 
famous author of the great standard work 
n the Religious System of China answers 
this important question emphatically in 
the negative and treats in his remarkable 
paper: 1, the fundamental principles of 
Confucianism regarding heresy and sects; 
2 the Chinese Jaw against heresy and 
sects; 3, the victims of oppression and 
persecution, giving glimpses of 20 cen- 

uries. In one point, however, I beg to 
differ from the learned Professor, i.e., 
when he makes Confucius himself and 
Moncius responsible for the spirit of per- 
scoution and oppression manifested in 
Chineso history. No, the real Confucius 
on the contrary went eron so far as ‘to 
say, according to Dr. Faber's correct 
translation of the passage in the Analects, 
TL, 16: “To fight strango doctrines is 
jurious !" And Mencius said 
“If one by force subdues men, they don't 
submit in heart, forco is not. suficient ; 
but. if ono by virtue subdues them, they 
will with joy in their heart sincerely sub- 
mit, as the 70 disciples submitted to 
Confucius” (II, 1, TH, 2). Let then the 
world, Iet all Chinese scholars know, that 
Confucius and Mencius are on the side 
of liberty of thoucht and conscience, and 
that we must discriminate between the 
truo original Confucianism and the Con- 
fucianism of later centuries. But the 
reason why the Chinese Government has 
often persecuted Buddhistic and Taoist 
sects, was the suspicion that their aim 
‘was dangerous to the principle of author- 
ity, and thus welfare, of the State and 
Society. To overcome this same fear and 
tauspicion of the Chinese against Christian- 
ity, and to establish instead of it a deep 












































conviction, as Napoleon, Gladstone, Bis- 
mark Emperor Wilhelm'I. and I., and 
other statesmen, have often expressed it, 
that Christianity, true Christianity of 
course, is the only sufficient motive power 
for morality, and thus for the inner 
strength of a nation, I say, to establish 
this convietion amongst the Chinese, must 
be the aim of all Christians in China. 
The Diffusion Society is continually stri 
ing to accomplish this task, and that is 
why I love the Society, and wish it every 
sugcess. With these remarks I second 
the resolution referring to the adoption 
of the report. 


Chinese Official Testimony. 

H.E. Lii Hai-huan was then introduced 
by the Chairman and addressed the meeting 
in Chinese. His remarks were translated 
into English by Mr. Wen Tsung-yao, as 
follows: 

I feel if

the 
Knowledge among the Chinese. At pre- 
sent the Chinese Government has ordered 
schools for Western sciences to be estab- 
lished throughout all the provinces in the 
Ewmpire as a means for producing men of 
ability and talents. But the number of 
Chinese who are able to study Western 
sciences in foreign languages is still very 
small. We, therefore, solely rely upon 
learned scholars from the West to teanclate 
useful books into the Chinese language so 
that they may bo used as text-books in all 
the new schvols in China. In this way 
these institutions will he enabled to turn 
out men of ability and talents for the 
service of the country doubly fast. 

Jt is true that our young men can also 
got a Western education hy going abroad. 
in that case they must first study a foreign 
language. Buta foreign language cannot 
be thoroughly mastered in less than five 
years’ time. And when a foreign language 
has been thoroughly mastered, it will re- 
quire as many years more to study the 
sciences, ‘The pursuance of such*a course 
incurs more expense than families of mod- 
erate means can afford to spend. For this 
reason, the number of Chinese young men 
sent abroad for a Western education can 
never be satisfactorily large after all. Now, 
the principal aim of the Society for the 
Diffusion of Christian and General Know- 
Twig isto translate books for the benefit 
of ‘the Chinese people. Already « great 
many useful books have, I” understand, 
been rendered into the Chinese lauguage. 
By reading these books, the Chinese peo- 

le will be able to acquire a know- 
jedge of the Western sciences in their own 
tongue. In this way the time that. would 
otherwise be required to master a fore 
language as a preliminary to the study ‘of 
sciences can be profitably saved. It :is 
therefore a erying necessity of the day to 
translate foreign books into the Chindse 
language. y 

Dr. Richard, Dr. Allen, aud the otlier 
members of the S.D.C.G.K. are scholars}of 
exemplary conduct and profound learning, 
who are not only thoroughly conversant 
with the Chinese language, but also 
thoroughly understand the characteristics 
and habits of the Chinese people. ‘They 
are, therefore, able to translate books in 
such a forcible and perspicuous style as to. 
make their readers understand -them 
without difficulty. Consequently all the 
Chinese literati are anxious to have 
social intereouse with these gentlemen. 
‘That a great many people in China know 
something about Western politics and 
Western civilisation to-day, is the direct 
result of perusing the works turned out by 
the S. D, ©. G.K., which is really a vory 
important factor in the work of diffusing 
Imowledge among our people. The more 
books this Society translates the more 
extensively will the Chinese people read. 
And the salut result will be this: that 
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‘our people will be so much enlightened as 





to be able to see and admire the high 
civilisation of the West and to treat 
foreigners as friends and live at peace with 
thein. When such is the case it is a great 
Dlessing both to the Chinese people and 
to the Chinese government. I therefore 
take this opportunity to express my great 
ppreciation of the good work which the 
S.D. C. G. K. has done and is still doing. 
‘The report and accounts were adopted. 
Mr. W. G. Bayne, Chairman of. the 
Municipal Council, moved the second re- 
solution. He had an idea, when he came 
into the room, that he would be able to 
offer a few remarks that might be of some 
service. Since he had been in the hall, 
however, he had been impressed by the 
fact that, as he knew almost nothing about 
the society, it would be an impertinence on 
his part to say anything. At some future 
time he hoped to have another opportunity 
of addressing the Society, and to know 
more about it. He should make it, his 
business hereafter to follow its proceedings 
with the greatest possible care. Meantime 
he proposed with great pleasure the re- 
election of the following office bearers:

The Rev. G. Lambert Rees briefly 
seconded the motion, which was earried. 

Mr. W. V. Drummond proposed the 
third’ resolution, as follows :—“ That the 
Dest thanks of the Society be tendered to 
its friends and supporters in Great Britain 
Aunerica and China for the continued 
interest manifested by them in the work 
of the diffusion of knowledge among the 
Chinese, and for the increased liberality 
which has marked their appreciation of the 
Society's efforts ; bespeaking, at the samo 
time, a proportionate extension of their 
assistance, financial and otherwise, in 
order adequately to. meet the increasing 
opportunities which invite and demand the 
attention of the Society.” In the course of 
‘along address, Mr. Drummond remarked 
that the Chairman and Pastor Krantz had 
dealt so eloquently with the first branch of 
the Society's work, the diffusion of Chris- 
tian knowledge, that, although he was 
fully in sympathy with that, “he would 
devote himself to the second parb more 
particularly. First, however, {io would 
point to the official and general support 
the Society was receiving. In 1899 the 
Jocal contributions were $2,000; in 1900, 
an exceptional year, they fell to $178} 
in 1901 they recovered to $2,333, but. this 
year they had goue up suddenly. to $9,618. 
Home contributions were also "above 
normal ; the figures for the last four year 
were : 1899 (including Sir 'T. Hanbury's 
$2,000), $15,200; 1900, $9,815 ; 1901 
(including Mr. Budgett’s £500), $17,000 ; 
and in 1902, $15,176. ‘The local support, 
was a very valuable testimony especially 
as it included unprecedented gifts from 
high Chinese officials. No such contribu- 
tions had been made since 1894, when 
Viceroy Chang gave Tls. 1,000, Nich Taotai 
gave $100, and H.E. Chéng $40. 

Personal support given to the work also 
claimed attention and Mr. Drummond 
mentioned the self-denying labours of Mr. 
Sadler, Mrs. Foster, Mr. Ohlinger, Dr. 
Stuart, Miss Howe, Miss White, Dr. 
Macklin, Mr. Bentley, Mrs. Richard, Dr. 
Parker and Dr. Pott, Although the workers 
were few and the,feld large, yet the work 
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wasgrowing and that was a healthysign. An- 
other encouraging sign was the addition to 
the membership roll that year of 85 names. 
Mr. Drummond referred to the sister Em- 
re of Japan and the Municipal Council of 
shanghai as two important educational 
factors in shaping the future of China. 

Dr. Edkins seconded the motion. It 
hnd been’ proved over and again that 
evening, he said, that the Society was 
doing most useful work, and he thought 
they would all go away feeling that it 
deserved their best support. Hopeful signs 
were found by the speaker in the recent 
anti-footbinding decree of the Emperor, 
and in the fact that the examination 
system which has been in foree for 500 
years is to be modif 

‘This resolution was also carried. 

‘The Chairman in a final word explained 
that anyone could become a member of the 
Society by subscribing $10 : the Committee 
were also considering, and he thought the 
result would be favourable, the advisabil- 
ity of electing as life members subscribers 
ef $50 or more. One of the privileges of 
ordinary membership was that members 
would be supplied, if they wished, with 
copies of the Qeciety’s publications, as they 
bs veer ‘:

Annual Meeting. 


‘Tho soventeenth annual general meet- 
ing of the Perak Sugar Cultivation Com- 
pany, Limited, was ‘field yesterday after- 
noon at tho offices of the Company, 22, 
ee Road. The Chairman was Mr. 
W. V. Drummond, and there were also 
present Messrs. W. D. Little, J. H. Mc- 
Michael, ©. J. Dudgeon (Directors), J. 
M. Young, F. Anderson, A. E. Jones, A. 

. PB. Cooper, H. King Hiller 
(Shareholders), and L. Kerr (Secretary). 

‘Tho Chairman—Our annual meeting was 
called for the 26th day of last month, but 
for the reasons there explained we were 
unable to complete our business, and the 
meting was subsequently adjourned until 
to-day. The Report and Accounts have 
been in your hands for about two weeks, 
and therefore you have had time to con- 
sider thom, and with your permission we 
will consider them as read. The past 
season has been a moderate one, and there 
is little that I can add to the informa- 
tion already conveyed to you in the 
annual report. With regard to the Klom- 
pang Estate, I may say that the ma- 
chinery on that ostato has worked satis- 
factorily throughout the season, though 
it has not of course been worked on any- 
thing like its full power. The Estate it- 
self has paid its way during tho year, and 
that is a satisfactory result for an estate 
in its first year. Turning to the accounts 
there is only one item which appears to 
me to call for any special remark, and 
that is an item showing an apparent loss 
of about Tis. 10,000 on rum. The ex- 
planation of that item is this. When the 
accounts for the season are closed it is 
necessary as-you are all well aware to es- 
timate the value of all the property of the 
Company in order to make up the accounts 
completely. On the 3ist August last 
year, when the season closed, there was 
‘on hand a stock of about 352 puncheons 
of rum. That was valued at 80 dollars a 
puncheon, which was the market rate. 
‘That included the rum on hand as well as 
a stock of molasses which it was intended 
to make into rum. Shortly after that 
there occurred a very heavy fall in rum, 
and that fall unfortunately continued. 
The consequence was that this rum sold 









at a considerably reduced price, and a cer- 
tain amount of the molasses was not made 
into rum as intended before. The result 
of that is that in making up the accounts 
for this year we overestimated the 
valuo of the stock of molasses last 
year about Tis. 10,000. There is not 
‘as actual loss on the rum itself, but 


there is as over estimation of the ac- 


tual value to be taken into account. 
I think I can add that such a fall is one 
that could not possibly have been fore- 
seen. ‘The rum in the previous year helped 
us very largely in the accounts and it 
must be expected to vary from year to 
year. With regard to one other item, 
Jou may perhaps notice that, we have only 
written off about Tis. 5,000 for deprecia- 
tion on plant, end that we have placed 
against new machinery on the Klompang 
estate. It may seem to you that that was 
rather a small amount to write off, and 
therefore in connection with the item I 
would like to mention to you a few fsots 
During the eleven years, we havo 
During UF Ey lossthan ‘is. 100,000 for 
Gepreciation on plant, machinery, and 
los. During the samo period we have 
spent out of working account Tis. 130,000 
in repairs on machinery, plant, etc. ‘The 
consequence of this is that we have to-day 
on the Gula estate a very first-class plant 
and machinery, which stands in the books 
‘at about Tis. 102,000—equal to about 
£11,000. If we had now to replace that 

jant and machonory, it would cost us 
Pally £40,000, and for t# at sum the pre- 
sent plant is now insured. With regard to 
the disposition of the Company's net, pro- 
fits during the past year, we have there: 
fore proposed in the report to pay a final 
dividend of 7 per cent; to add to the Re- 
serve Fund Tis. 10,000, making it up to 
‘Tis. 100,000 ; to write off depreciation ‘Tis. 
5,000; and to catry forward a very small 
amount. Wo trust that will commend 
itself to you as a vory satisfactory result 
of what wo cannot consider better than a 
tnoderate year. Our manacer, Sr. Boyd, 
had nine months’ leave during the past 
year, and during that time he has paid 
eVisit home. During that stay at home 
he has been married, and he is due back 
‘on the estate with his bride early next 
month. Mr. Boyd joined the Company's 
service about ten years ago, and he be- 
came full manager in the year 1896, 
hich was, as you will remember, a very 
critical period in the affairs of the Com- 
pany. Since that year the excellent re- 
sults which hy be sttaoied beg) se of 
the Company have been due to the man- 
agement’ of Mr. Boyd, and the Board 
think this is a convenient occasion to make 
some acknowledgment of his good ser- 
vices. ‘They therefore propose, with your 
consent, to give him a suitable wedding 

resent, costing not more than about 
$500. A new factory manager has been 
engaged by Mr. Boyd while at home. It 
‘ras found absolutely necessary, with two 
estates to look after, at a considerable 
distance from each other, to secure an 
especially experienced expert factory 
managor to assist Mr. Boyd in the general 
work, and we took occasion of his visit 
home to authorise him to select such a 
manager. That manager is now on his 
way out to the estate with Mr. Boyd, and 
we therefore have every reason to hope 
and believe that there will be some very 
satisfactory results from his engagement. 
Finally, I'may say that the Board are 
satisfied with the good work of the staff 
during the past year. There is nothing 
further for me to add to what you have 
already before you, but before conclud- 
ing I shall be happy to answer any ques- 
tions to the best of my ability. 

No questions were asked.

Those 
who saw the fairies whose constant presence 
made ‘Tolanthe” so attractive last night 
must have agreed with the third line, but 
found no appropriateness in the fourth, for 
the choruses that the A.D.C. secures when 
it gives an opera are universally distin 
guished for youth and beauty, to which no 
such objection can be taken.” But before 
we goon with our account of the play we 
must mention the slight nt which 
delayed the commencement until some little 
time after the appointed hour. ‘Those of 
the audience who came on time found the 
doors closed, a hose laid on int» the hall, 
and water ranning down the steps. It ap- 
pears that just before the opening one ot 
thestoves got red hot and set fire to the 
ceiling under the drest circle. It was 
promptly extinguished by the pluck and 
readiness of the British blue-jackets who 
had come to act as ushers, and as soon as 
the smoke had cleared away and the water 
been mopped up, the doors were opened, 
and there was no more trouble. If we recol- 
lect rightly, it is some twenty years since 
“Tolanthe” was given here ‘last, by a 
travelling company ; and it was a great 
pleasure to hear once more last night 
the genial and clever, if occasionally 
cynical, lines of Gilbert, ‘and the brilliant 
imusic of the late Sir Arthur, as contrasted 
with the vapid series of “Girls,” all 
equally noisy and inane, which, under the 
rule of Mr. George Edwardes have dis- 
placed the happy partuership on the comic 
opera stage, ‘Though it has much charm- 
ing music in it, ‘Jolanthe” has never 
been considered one of the best of Gilbert 
and Sullivan's; the story is weak and the 
love interest of the slightest. The cast 
lastnight was excellent, with two not very 
marked exceptions. Mr. Eric Pollard, per 
haps the A.D.C.'s best eccentric comedian, 
made an cxcellent representative of the 
Lord Chancellor, his resemblance to the 
caricatures of Lord Halsbury adding to the 
original humour of the part. In his patter 
songs and his dance he was inimitable. 
Mr. V. de Maire made a really striking 
Earl of Mountararat. The seriousness 
inseparable from his position as the 
responsible director of the performance 
only increased the fun that the part affords, 
for, a8 a groat wit has observed, a j 
has never more success than when ‘it is 
uttered with a serious countenance. He 
was splendidly supported by Mr. Arthur 
Clemore as Est! of Tolloller, Mr. Clemore’s 
fine tenor voice and admirably distinct 
enunciation giving high pleaguro to hi 
audience. In Mr. George Prince thd 
A.D.C. hit on an unexceptionable repre- 
sentative of Private Willis; Mr. Prince 
has a very fine baritone voice, and a fing 
stage presence, and his opening song in 
the second act could hardly have been better 
delivered. Strephon onls, Mr. Buoyed, 
somewhat unequal in voice or action 
to the demands of his part; he scemed 
hardly to reslise the good fortune which | 
iad given him such an attractive bride ; 
but it must be uncomfortable for evon an 
operatic hero to pervade Arcadia and: 
Palace Yard with the consciousness that he, 
is a fairy to his waist and thence down-|

criticism will have nothing more to say. 
Miss Florence Ouseley was a thoroughly 
regal Queen of the Fairies. Her unusual 
‘voice was admirably heard both in speaking 
and singing, and she bears her honours as 
to the manner born. Miss Jolie Tripps as 
Jolanthe did her best with her songs, and 
was very distinct, realising that with such 
lines as Mr. Gilbert's not a word should be 
missed ; but her acting was a little too 
constrained. The three principal fairies, 
Miss Valenza, Miss Celia Menzies, 
Miss Kitty Bolton, threw themselves in! 
their parts, the two former especially, as if 
they loved them ; they were apt leaders of 
the enchantment which pervaded the 
audienge whenever the _ supernatural 
galaxy came upon the stage. Miss Mildred 
Graham's singing and acting were on thé 
highest plane. She was charmingly 
costumed ; her beautiful penetrating voice; 
always absolutely true, was listened to 
with rapt attention, and she carried off on 
every point the honours of theevening. The 
most critical eye and the most exacting ear 
could have had nothing but praise for thd 
chorus of fairies, dukes, uises, earls; 
viscounts, and barons. Previous A.D.C. 
performances have led us to expect a per- 
fection in this regard which a pro- 
fessional company hero cannot hope to 
attain, and we were more than satisfied ; 
great praise for this result is due to the 
chorus-master, Mr. E. Gumpert, who him- 
self made a peer of whom any Upper House! 
might be proud. The esprit de corps which 
sctuates the A. D. C. is well seen when 
actors who take leading parts in one per- 
formance appear cheerfully as members of 
the chorus in another. ' 
Considerations of space campel us to treat! 
somewhat hurriedly the music of the piece; 
and we can only pick<out a few of the 
prominent numbers. ‘The rendering of the 
overture by the bund was not faultless, but 
it was more successful in the sccompani- 
ments.

HUANGPU MYSTERY. 





Body Fonnd Transfixed with a 
Dagger. 

A mysterious affair with all the aspects 
ofa romantic tragedy has been ing 
the attention of the police during the 
last few days. The wiatter has been kept 
very quiet, but we understand that on 
Friday night the body of a foreigner 
was found floating in the lower reach 
of the Huangpu, beyond the wharves. 
Foul play was suspected at first. but at 
an enquiry held on Sunday at Pootung, 
medical man gave it as his opinion that 
the deceased had committed suicide. 

The body of the deceased has 
been identified as that of one 
Max Stockmar, a German, who had re- 
cently been employed as a collecting and 
commission agent by a local firm. He 
had been missing since the 24th of Novem- 
ber, and for some time previous to that 
he had been very low spirited, it is said, 
on account of a love affair. Before ving. 
his house on the 24th ultimo, he carcfally 
arranged all his papers, mado up his vn- 
collected bills into a bundle to d- sent 
to his employers, and wrote a note to a 
friend thanking him for past kinines.es. 
His boy states also that he saw him take 
away with him a dagger. On the sae 
day he was seen at the Camp Hotel, Yang- 
tzepoo, and later, at tho German Camp, 
in the same locality, and he was last seen 
at one of the jetties close by. His later 
movements carinot be traced. The body 
was found on Friday, as reported, and 
was in an advanced stage of decomposi- 
20 that it must have been in the 
water for some days. A stiletto was 
found in the body, just below the heart, 
and five other smali wounds in the same 
region showed that the deceased must 
have mado several ineffectual attempts to 
stab himself before delivering the fatal 
blow. His clothing was searched and a 
sheath to fit the stiletto was found in one 
of his pockets. An enquiry into the cause 
of death was held by the German Consul 
on Saturday, and Dr. Paulun having 
testified that in his opinion the wound 
that caused the man’s death was self- 
inflicted, a verdict in accordance with tha 
evidence was returned.

To 
give an idea how strong was the gale, 
2 flight of geese was blown against’ the 
i window at Chefoo and shattered 
panes of glass. So we hung on 
h the dark, anxious night. {1 
the morning the gale i 
we passed the day the best way w 
“That night, to add to oar calamities, the 
engineer cheerfully reported that the ship 
had sprung a leak and would probably sink 
before morning. We hunted up an old 
pitinp and offered the crew $5 apiece to 
keep it going. After working about an 
hour the pump gave out; and the water 
was coming in pretty fast. Then the 
Chinese captain gave up all hope; he 
flung himself down on the deck in tears. 
By some fortune, the vessel kept 
atloat, and when the third morning broke 
the wind had moderated somewhat. We 
made up our minds accordingly to heave 
up the anchor and to put the ship under 
sail. Almost five or six miles away was 
a streéch of sandy beach and sooner than 
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go down at sea we made for that. When 
wre got fairly near we lashed the boat on 
the lee side to the ship and in spite of the 
danger four of the Europeans with some 
of the Chinese as crew got off safely to 
land.

I did not see 
the mortgage signed. ‘The balance of 
11,000 was paid to Fung Hung-show in in- 
stalments. It was paid sometimes in 
cash, and. sometimes in cheques. ‘There 
were no Native bank orders. I have the 
counterfoils. (Counterfoils produced.) 
This list represents a correct account of 
the disbursements of Tis. 1! I was 
the last. person to get paid. I only got 
really Te, 780 coniminton. ‘There was 
Tis, 220 short. I paid all of this 11,000 
to Fung Hung-shon. In drawing these 
cheques I always drew them in Fung Hung- 
shon’s name. Tt was at Fung Hung-show's 
request that I paid by instalments, T do 
not know what Fung Hung-shou did with 
the money. I produce cheques paid. to 
Mr. Jornigan’s interpreter. ‘The first $00 
taels. The second 100 tacls, Mr. Jer- 
nigan’s name is only on the 100. The 
third is for $200. I wish to correct what 
L said just now about not knowing what: 
Fung Hung-shon did with the money 
There were no receipts for the cash pay 
ments. (Account of 11,000 payments 
handed in.) This list is correct. (Ac- 
count of 3,911.66 payments handed in.) 
I paid part of this in ready money. and 
raid in coeques. I was present at 
Messrs. Browett and Bllis's office in 
August, 1899, when a document was 
signed.’ In all, four people were there. 
| Fung Hungshou, Fung Yang-shi, and 
Fig Kan-sun.” I was the fourth. 
Mr. Porter explained the natnre of the 
| business to Fung Hnng-shou. Mr. Por- 
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ter acted as interpreter. As I was the 
go-betwéen I understood what the docu- 
ment was. It was 8 Deed of Sale., There 
~ was another document. It was written 
by Mr. Ellis to,“Dowdall, and 
‘McNeill; ‘asking ‘them to pay over rents. 
I saw the Deed of Sale signed. I did not 
attest, but wrote the characters opposite 
the second seal. Those are the only char- 
acters I wrote. I heard Mr. Porter's ex- 
jlanation of the Deed. I was present. 
Fane ‘Hung-shou raised no objections. 
‘As soon as ho understood, ho was ready 
to sign. When the Deed was signed on 
the 19th August all the 41,000 had been 
paid. It was on the 14th day of the 7th 
moon, of the 25th year of Kuang Hsu. 
Some cheques were payable at sight, and 
soine payable so many days after date. 
I remember being served by th Mixed 
Court runners with an order to pay the 
18,000 into the::Mixed Court.;.. When I 
spoke to Fung Hung-shou he said to wait 
a few days. I do not remember’ when 
this was. Fung Hung-shou told me to 
wait a fow days, so that he might bo ablo 
to get off by paying less. (Account of pay- 
ment of 18,000, tals handed in.) 

Hearing resumed at 2.15 p.m. 

Witness continued.—I was authorized in 
writing by Fung Hung-shou to make each 
of the separato payments. After pay- 
ments had been:made, and receipts given, 
Lroturned the written authorities to Fung 
Hung-shou. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hanson.—I was 
compradore in your firm in 1897. I re- 
mained as compradore there until China 
Now Yoar this year. I knew Mr. Fung 
Chuk-fu, the grandfather of Fung Hung- 
shou. I remember his giving directions 
to Dowdall, Hanson as to dealing with this 
Jot on his death. I witnessed Fung Chuk- 
fu’s directions to you about this property. 
‘That is my signature. It is dated 18th 
September, 1807. (Handed in.) I knew 
tbat under those directions no transfer of 
the land could be effected until the young 
man was 30 years of age. I cannot re- 
member when Fung Chuk-fu died exactly. 
I cannot remember the date. The mem- 
bers of the family shortly after his death 
came to your office very frequently. They 
wanted to know if the property could bo 
sold. I know you told them the property 
could not be sold until the young man 
was 30 years old. I know you and M 
Dowdall always refused to agree to tra 
fer this property without an Order of the 
British Court. I spoke to the plaintiff 
about this. ‘The young man and-his un- 
cle were locked up at the. Mixed Court 
because of the claims of the creditors. I 
‘am not sure whose creditors they were. 
‘There were eight creditors. I do not 
know if the debts were entirely the uncle's 
and not at all the nephew's. I do not 
mow who made the mortgage, whether 
the uncle or the young man. I do’ not 
know if the uncle was a bad man. I do 
not know if he was a great spendthrift. 
I do not know if he had been disinherited 
by Fung Chuk-fu. All I know about the 
family ‘is that they ‘asked mo to give 
seourity and make payments. Fung Chuk- 
fu told me the property could only be 
transferred when the young man was’30 
Years of age. : He gave me no reason for 
leaving the property to the young man, 
instead of the uncle. I am positive of 
this. Ido not know if the young man was 
afraid of his uncle. I acted as broker in 
the sale of this property to the plaintiff. 
As broker, it was my duty to act fairly to 
both sides, and to get tho best price pos- 
siblo for the land. I do not know that 
at the time J had arranged the sale for 
‘Tis. 41,000, the young man had agreed to: 
sell tho property for ‘Tis. 55,000. I was 

‘only interested in tho property as broker. 
I was only to get'the Tis. 1,000 as broker- 

e. After the Tis. 41,000 was paid, the 
plaintiff told me'I éould have a share.’ I. 
was to have a half share. Tho Tis. 41,000 








were all paid to me bythe plaintiff. The 

plaintiff paid 36,700, and the balance was 

paid by me. (Witness states that he said 

36,700 at his original examination, and | 
not 32,000.—H. King.) 

‘Why did you say this morning that the 
plaintiff paid all the Tis. 41,000.—I had 
no opportunity of explaining this morn- 
ing. A contract was mado between me 
and the plaintiff when I sold the property 
to the plaintiff. It was signed by the 
plaintiff and myself. I cannot remember 
the date. (Agreement produced, dated 
ith day, 7th moon, 25th year. Made 
between plaintiff, of the one part, and 
witness, of the other part.) .I recognise 
this as my signature on this agreement. 
(Translation of agreement handed in.) 
When I left your firm at China New Year, 
I owed you a considerable sum of money 
for rents collected, and not accounted for. 
My guarantor, Li Chu-ping, has made 
good the amount to you. I have assiened 
my sharo in this contract to Li Chu-ping. 
Fung Hung-shou gave instructions to 
Browett and Ellis to draw up the deed of 
conveyance. When the young man went 
round to Browett and Ellis to sign the 
conveyance, he did not ask me when the 
‘Tis. 41,000 were to be paid. I told Fung 
Hung-shou that when the conveyance deed 
was signed, I would pay tho balance of 
Tls. 12,000 in my office. I do not know 
whether the young man understood when 
he was signing the deed that he was only 
to get Tis. 3,900 out of the purchase 
money. I went with the young man when 
he wont to Browett and Ellis to give in- 
structions about drawing up the convey- 
ance. There were only the two of us. He 
does not understand English. Though I 
was your compradore at the time, I did 
not think of informing you then, because 
at the time of the sale there was no trans- 
fer made. I have known the uncle for 
soven or eight years. I know him per- 
sonally ; I know nothing about his reputa- 
tion. “Many applications were made 
through my office or through Mr. Hanson's 
for the sale of this land previous to the 
transaction I have been referring to. After 
the deed of conveyance had been signed, 
then I first knew of its being sold previous, 
Ig. I can swear I was not told by Fung 
Hung-shou that the property had been 
sold a year before, and Tis. 5,000 bargain 
money paid. Nobody else at all told me, 
either in the family or out of it. When 
I went with Fung Hung-shou to Browett 
and Ellis’s office, I was not told by him 
before I signed the deed of the payment 
of the Tls. 6,000, and the other contract. 
Fung Hung-shou did not ask me, before 
the deed was signed, how he could sell the 
property, as it was already sold to some- 
one else. Nothing of that sort was said. 
T have only known Fung Hung-shou four 
or five years. He was-about twelve years 
old when I first knew him. When he was 
arrested he was 16 or 17. Before the con- 
¥eyance was signed, I saw Fung Hung- 
shou several times when his uncle was not 
present. I do not remember how often 
the young man has been imprisoned at the 
Mixed Court in the interval between May, 
1899, and China New Year, 1902. 
all the proceedings I only talked to Fung 
Hung-shou, and not to the uncle. All the 
time Fung Hung-shou pleaded to be let 
out of prison. He did not ask me why he 
was not allowed to go and get married, 
and carry out his grandfather's wishes. 
Ho did not ask me why he was imprisoned 
for his uncle's debts, when he did not owe 
anything himself. "The mortgage deed 
was not returned to Fung Hung-sbon when 
the money was paid, because he did not 
ask for it. Fung Hung-shou himself can- 
celled it. I know nothing about’ how | 
Ying Kuei-shing got hold of the title deed. 
Ido not know of any trouble between the 
uncle and the rest of tho family just sub- 
sequent to the death of Fung Chuk-fu,

about the uncle making trouble because of 
being disinherited. I do not know any- 
thing about the uncle's insisting on his 
rights_as eldest son at the funeral cere- 
monies. I do not know anything about 
the uncle being heavily in debt, and de- 
manding a share of the property to pay 
his debts. I think perhaps the young man 
might have been willing to sign the docu- 
ment to get out of prison, previous to the 
conveyance being signed. ' There was only 
fone copy of the conveyance signed. From 
the time I went with the young man to 
give instructions about drawing up tho 
conveyance, to the time it was signed, 
about ight days elapsed. After it was 
explained to him in the outer office by Mr. 
Porter, he was taken in to sign it. I 
not know anything about your firm acting 
in the matter. I had not the least idea of 
it. I rendered accounts of the disburse- 
ment of the Tis. 41,000 to Fung Hung. 
shou himself. The young man nover saw 
the plaintiff until the proceedings started. 
‘The plaintiff was at Ningpo at the timo 
the conveyance was signed. I si 
Ching Jack Kee, and not Su Pao-Seu, be- 
cause it is the custom in such transactions. 
I signed it becauso the plaintiff asked mo 
to. Ching Jack-kee is the name of tho 
Estate Compans referred to in Exhibit 
“L,” in which I was a partner with tho 
plaintiff. I remember certain proceed- 
ings instituted by you in the Mixed Court 
to recover the land for Mr. Algar. Thoro 
was no Chinese written contract between 
Fong Hung-shou and tho plaintiff. I am 
not aware that vou had considerable dif- 
ficulty in those proceedings in finding out 
who Ching Jack-kee was. I was never 
asked by the Mixed Court runners who 
Ching Jack-kee was. Tam not aware that 
in certain proceedings tho plaintiff has 
alleged he is sole owner of the Ching 
Jack-kee hong. I have never heard it 
T have not disclosed myself as a partner, 
‘nd had a share in the proceedings, be- 
canse it is always my custom to have every- 
thing done by the plaintiff. It was not 
because I was afraid of Messrs. Dowdall, 
Hanson finding out I was mixed up with 
the property. Mr. Hanson was very angry 
when he discovered I was mixed up in tho 
sale as broker. I did not tell Mr. Hanson 
Thad a share in the purchase. Tho only 
person whom I told I had a share in tho 
purchase was Li Chu-ping, tho guarantor. 
am now in Russian employment. Tam 
with Messrs. Clarkson and Co. at Dalny. 
Iam compradore. It is four days’ journey 
from Shanghai. I am prevented from at- 
tending the hearing of the case becauso 
tho hong has been recently started at 
Dalny, and I am too busy. I camo down 
this time solely on account of this case. 
I received a letter from the plaintiff, and 
came at once. (Accounts produced.) 
These are the accounts rendered by mo to 
Fung Hung-shou. : 
Hearing resumed at 2.30 p.m., Wednes- 
day, the 8th day of October, 1902. 
Witness continued.—I took Fung Hung- 
shou to Messrs. Browett and Ellis, and 
not to my master, Dowdall, Hanson, be- 
cause I thought it would be cheaper at 
Messrs. Browett and Ellis than at Dow- 
dall, Hanson. I have known, in all, threo 
members of the Fung family. Including 
the old man, who is dead, I have known 
inall four persons. They are Fung Hung- 
shi and Fung Kan-sun, Fung Hung-shott, 
and Fung Chuk-fu. There are no others. 
T do not know anything about Fung Chuk- 
fu, th ancestor, having had a son by his 
first wife, who died. I know nothing about 
the adoption of the uncle. I know Ying 
Knei-shing. I know nothing about his 
character. I knew Ying Kuei-shing first 
at the time J got the title deeds.

The first item, 
ic. 14,820, was not paid to the order of | 
the uncle, it was ‘paid to the order of 
Fung Hung-shou. Su Ching referred to 
in the first item is Fung Swching. As 
to the three items—runners’ expenses—I 
was requested by Fung Hung-shou to pay 
the amounts specified, and did so. I gave 
the money to Fung Hung-shou for the run- 
ners. I gave all three sums to Fung Humg- 
shou: I do not know the runners who 
were to get the money. I do not know 
the names of the runners who claimed the 
money. I paid this money to Fung Hunz- 
shou when he was in prison in the Mixed 
Court. I paid the money in ready money, 
and also in a native bank order. One 
bank order was $1,000. T cannot produce 
it, but I can get the bank to produce it. 
1 the rest was paid in Mexican dollars. 
‘All was paid to Fung Hung-shou. I never 
heard the names of any of the runners 
whon I was visiting the Mixed Court. T 
did not know the name of a single runner 
employed at the Mixed Court at that tim 
I knew the name of the magistrate 
reading it in the newspapers. The mag 
istrate’s name was Bung Li-yu. There is 
a name of Jen, number seven on the list. 
His full name is Jen Chi-tang. He is 
Fung Hung-shou’s good friend. I do not 
Imow his” business Fimg  Hung-shou 
brought him to me. I do not know if he 
is a land-broker. Item 10, Tis. 745, was 
paid like the others. ‘The money was paid 
by Fung Hung-shou. It was paid in Mex- 
ican dollars at my office. T put down Kan 
Sun in the account because Fung Hung- 
shou wrote to me that: this money was to 
be paid to Kan Stn. When this sum was 
paid, Fung Hung-rhow was living at Jen 
Chi Tang's house. I do not know where 
Sun was living. In account. B the 
» Jernigan, Tis. 900 and 149, were 
paid by the order of Fung Hung-shou. 
‘The payments were made in three nativ 
cheques at the request of Mr. Jernigan 
interpreter. Fung Hung-shon never saw 
Mr. Jernigan with me. I have never seen 
any bill of costs from Mr. Jernigan. I 
only had Fung Hung-shou's receipt for 
the inoney. ‘The money was paid in my 
office. With regard to the items, Jen 
Tsi-tong, Fung Hung-shon brought the 
man to my office, and he was paid the 
amounts personally. Fung Hung-shou 
was present. The uncle was not there. T 
¢ the money to Fung Hung-hou, who 
“gave if to Jen Tsi-tong. I do not_know 
“what it was for. It was on the 17th of 
the 7th moon. It was about the time the 
deed of conveyance was signed. Tt must 
have been a day before. Chung Tyin-san 
is the man who went to redeem the title 
deeds. (List of names, in English and 
Chinese, of persons concerned, produced 
and shown to witness.) All these Chinese 
names are correct. I do not know thove 
against which a red cross has been placed. 
Mr. Chunig Tsin-san is an expectant taotai 
of Kiangsu. The 10,000 mentioned in 
an accotint delivered to Messi. Stokes 
and Platt in a previous case, was paid to 
two persons; 8,000 to one, and 2,000 to 
the other. I do not remember receiving 
an order from Fung Hung-show for pay- 
anent of Tis. 10,000 out of the proceeds of 
this property to Chung Tsin-san. I have 
not seen it, and I know nothing about it. 
I did not write such an order myself. The 
three sums of 8,000, 8,000, and 2,000 were 
all paid in my office. "They were paid by” 
native bank orders, I cannot remember 




































































how many orders there were. There were

(Mr. White-Cco- 
per admits this document emanates from 
the office of Messrs. Drummond and 
White-Cooper.) (The translation of Ex- 
hibit “P,” attached to the said Exhibit, 
is admitted to be correct.) (The transla- 
tion of Exhibit “M,” attached thereto, 
is admitted to be correct.) The $1,000 I 
paid to Kang Sun on the 1th of the 7th 
moon, as shown in account “A”: exhibit 
“M,"'I received from Ching Jack-kee. I 
do not remember the particulars. It was 
probably paid by Fung Shon's orders. 

What made you remember before that 
you paid it in cash? — I am not certain 
whether it was in dollars, or in notes, or 
orders. It is so long ago, I cannot re- 
member for certain.

What actual money was paid at the time 
of the signature of the reengpt ?—I actutal- 
Iy paid on the day it was signed, as bal- 
ance, Tis.

This is the entry for the pay- 
ment in question. It is for Tls. 1,908.34, 
I paid in Mexican dollars and chequ 
can produce the counterfoils. _(Witn 
asked to produce the counterfoils.)

Gxhibit “2” shown to witness.) re- 
cognise item “B” in this exhibit. Fung 
Su-hing is the uncle. It was paid on the 
Lith of the 7th Moon. It was paid in na- 
tive cheques. (Witness produces counter- 
foils of cheques for Tis. 1,250, Tis. 500, 
and $350. $100 was paid in cash. ‘They 
were cheques payable to bearer. This 
money was all paid to Fung Hung-shou. 
It was paid in my office. I do not know 
what it was for. I knew Mr. Chin Char- 
tong through his being introduced to mo 
by Fung Hung-shou. “The uncle was not 
present when he was introduced. Mr. 
Ching Char-tong is a friend of Fung Hung- 
shou’s. I do not know what his business 
is. recognise item “C” in Exhibit “2.” 
I do not remember who signed this docu- 
ment. Mr. Yu Li is also a friend of Fung 
Hung-shou.I never saw Mr. Attias. At 
the time I was asked to send the chequo 
to tho Mixed Court I first heard of him, 
The bank order is still in the court. I 
gave the bank cash, and they gave me tho 
bank order in exchange. 

Have you now, or have you ever had, a 
book from the bank showing your trans- 
actions with the bank ?—I have nevor had 
a book with the exceptionof the pass book. 
I have a receipt to show the money was 
paid. I would go to the bank and search 
for a receipt from them. I returned the 
pass book to the bank at the end of each 
year. (The witness had pass books with 
several different banks. ‘These were re- 
turned to tho banks. If in existence, they 
will be produced.—H. King.) I had deal- 
ings with several different banks. Heng 








Ta is one, Yuen Leo is another. I had 
only had business temporarily for a few 
days with the Chun Tuk Bank. I oad 


nothing personally to do with the Yung 
Kon, a ik. 

Why did you tell us on Wednesday that 
you had paid two cheques to the young 
man tihrough that, bank, one for Tly. 
1,022.70, and another for Ts. 111.30? 
T cannot remember why. It was the same 
with the Sung Yue bank. I had no per- 
sonal dealings with the banks mentioned 
in Exhibit “P.” I dealt with thom only 
through the plaintiff. The only book I 
have dealings with my personal affairs is 
the one I have produced, and which is 
marked Exhibit “R.” Item “C” in Ex- 
hibit “2” was paid on the 12th of the 8th 
moon. It says:—“Paid Mr. Attias Tis. 
280.” On the 3rd of the 8th moon I paid 
Yu Lee Tis. 180, equivalent to $240. (Ex- 
hibit “M” shown to witness.) All the 
items are in this account. Both the At- 
tias items form a part of the Tls. 12,000 
paid to the Mixed Court. 

Can you show me these two items in the 
account, Exhibit “M”?—They are not in 
this account, Exhibit “M.” I have never 
heard of Mr. Attias in connection with a 
previous interpreter at the Italian Con- 
sulate. Ido not know a man named Tam 
who was an interpreter at the Italian Con: 
sulate. I know nothing of his being de- 

ted for something in connection with 

land transactions. I have never deliver- 
ed to the young man any accounts except 
these two, marked Exhibit “M.” Thero 
may be others. Tt is so long ago. T 

not remember. (Item “D” in Exhibit 
“2” translated to witness.) In item “D” 
in exhibit “2” Mr. Chin Cha-tong is the 
same man as is mentioned in item “B” 
of this exhibit. I do not find any refer- 
ence to this item “H” in my book, Ex- 
hibit “R.” I may have divided it up into 
several different sums. I do not remem- 
ber anything being paid to redeem books 
mortgaged by the uncle. There is an en- 
try in account “A” in Exhibit “M,” the 
12th item, of the payment of Tis. 1,000 to 
Chin Cha-tong. It is in the account de- 
livered to the young man, Exhibit “M,” 
but it is not in my book, Exhibit “I.” I 











did not keep my book the whole time. It 
may have been left out by somebody under 
me. The Tis. 1,000 may have been made 
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up of several amounts, but I cannot trace 
them in my book, There is no entry. 1 
did not make up the accounts, marked 
Exhibit “M,” myself, but I had a clerk 
who made them up. “They were made up 
by a man called Yuk. He was formerly 
employed by mo as book-keeper. He is 
not in my employ now. I do not know 
his whereabouts. I cannot say for certain 
from what books Mr. Yuk made up th 
accounts, marked Exhibit ‘The 
ems are probably in this book, marked 
Exhibit “I,” but I cannot say for certain. 
‘When the accounts were made up there 
were no Sther books, excepting this book, 
marked Exhibit “T,” relating to Fw 
‘Hung-shou's affairs. "I cannot now remem- 
ber how this sum of Tis. 1,000 was paid. 
(item “E” in Exhibit “9,” translated to 
witness.) I cannot. recollect. this order. 
There ‘may have been such an order. 
(Item “F” in Exhibit “2” translated to 
witness.) I recognise this item. Ido not 
remember the date when it was paid. 
‘This is also included in the money paid 
to the Court, and so I cannot show it in 
my book. 

Is there any account of the Tis. 12,000 
paid to the Mixed Court in your books, or 
elsewhere, and ean yon produce it ?—The 
money was paid in several different sums 
and ways, cheques, native orders, or cash. 
I cannot show .in’my book, marked Ex- 
hibit “R,” records for the payment of the 
Tis. 12,000. (Exhibit “F” shown to wit- 
ness.) I do not know who wrote this. 
‘The items are all in my book, marked Ex- 
hibit “R.” 

Resumed hearing on Wednesday, the 
15th da of October, 1902, at 10.45 am. 

Exhibit “F” shown to wituess.)—This 
account, was made from a Chinese account 
which Ihave. ‘The items are in my book. 

marked Exhibit “R.” (Items pointed 
out by witness in Exhibit “R.”) (Witness 
ordered to point out item of 1,700 to Lee 
Tze-wo, points ont items amounting to 
about 1,870, and says the difference is ac- 
counted for by interest deducted.) This 
book, Exhibit “R,” only shows payments 
out. Tt does not show receipts, "The last 
item of 1,200 in Exhibit “F reads in 
my book, Exhibit “R.’—"Paid to Chin, 
Tis. 1,900." ‘The items 1,700, and 260, 
in Exhibit “F,” wero paid to the Court. 
(Item “G” in Exhibit “2” translated to 
witness.) I’ can proiuee no receipts for 
this item, and can find no trace in my 
book, Exhibit “R.” Tt was paid to Chang 
Kok. I do not know what it was for. 
Chang Kok is proprictor of the “Kn 
Hsing” theatre. ‘The unclo was not pre- 
sent when I.paid the money. The item 
“G@ in Exhibit “2” does not appear in 
tho accounts, Exhibit “M.” Perhaps it 
is included in some other amount in those 
accounts. I cannot: recall the circum- 
stances ; it is so long ago, I cannot say 
for certain. I say for certain the uncle 
was not present, because the uncle was 
never present when I made these pay- 
ments. T always made payments to Fung 
Bung Shou’s instructions. I pay the 
money to Fung Hung-shon for the uncle. 
(Exhibit “M,” items 6, 8, and 10, shown 
to witness.) I can point these items out 
in my book, Exhibit “R.” (Items pointed 
ont by witness.) I received written 
orders for these. I cannot produce them 
myself. I cannot. produce any written 
orders. (Item “H” in Exhibit “2” 
translated to witness.) I do not know 
that payment was for wood. (Item “I” 
in Exhibit “2” translated to witness.) 
‘This was money paid to the Court. I 
cannot remember clearly what law suit 
mentioned in that item was. -(Item “J” 
in Exhibit “2” translated to witness.} 
This also was paid to the Court. (Ite 
“K” in Exhibit “2” translated to wi 
ness.) That is also in Court claims.) 
(Item “I.” in Exhibit “2” translated to 
witness.) That was to redeem the title 
deeds. Items I, J. and K were all paid 












































on the same day. With regard to item 
“1.” I cannot say why such a large sum 
should be paid to redeem a promissory 
note for 1,000. Fung Hung-shou might 
be able to explain. I remember saying 
18,000 was paid for redeeming the title 
deed. e sum of Tis. 2,000 in item “L” 
in Exhibit “2” is included in the 18,000. 
‘The sum of $600 in item “I” in Exhibit 
“2” is not included in the 18,000. I say 
that these amounts, Exhibit “ can- 
not be correct. I did pay to Mr. Tsai 
the Tis. 2,000 and $600 in item “L" i 
exhibit “2.” Mr. Tsai Yu is Fung Hung- 
shou’s friend. I know him. He was for- 
merly in the tea business. He died this 
year. (Items “N” and “O” ii i 
“2” translated to witness.) I do not 
know what these were for. I paid be- 
cause Fung Hung-shou ordered me. I do 
not know anything about Mr. O'Shea hay- 
ing a claim against the uncle. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hanson.—When 
the young man went to see you or Mr. 
Lindsay in your office, I nearly always 
wont with him. I do not remember Mr. 
Lindsay asking the young man in my pres- 
ence where the title deeds were. I do 
not remember the young man in my pres- 
ence telling Mr. Lindsay the title deeds 
were pledged for Tis. 5,000. I do not re- 
member Mr. Lindsay telling the young 
man in my presence that he should get the 
title deeds back, and that, if necessary. 
your firm would advance the money. I 
do not remember telling Mr. Lindsay that 
Thad been able to arrange for the re- 
deeming of th title deeds for Tis. 6,00) 
I do not remember telling Mr. Lindss; 
that the deeds had been redeemed. I 
not recall it now. I am not positive 
whether I told Mr. Lindsay the deeds had 
been redeemed for about Tis. 6,000. 
cannot remember. I know nothing about 
the uncle's character. I cannot remember 
telling you anything about his character 

Resumed hearing on Thursday, tho 16th 
day of October, 1902, at 2 p.m. 

Re-examined by Mr. White-Cooper.— 
At the time Tis. 41,000 was offered for the 
purchase, and accepted by Fung Hung- 
shou, 10 arrangement was made between 
the plaintiff and me as to a share in pro- 
perty. The first arrangement for sharin, 
was after the signing of the convesance. 
(Deed of conveyance handed in, and 
marked “S.") The plaintiff first invented 
the name of Ching Jack-kee. The plain- 
tiff told me to employ that name, and I 
did so. The name first used for his piece- 
goods business was Ching Kee. For the 
purchase of the property Ching Jack-kee 
was used. Having money invested in the 
purchase, it was certainly to my interest 
to sec that everything was done properly. 
If I had heard of a previous sale I would 
not have invested any money in the con- 
cern, or told the plaintiff to buy it. In 
my opinion, the Tls. 41,000 belonged to 
Fung Hung-shou. If I got authority from 
Fung Hung-shou I paid to anybody with- 
oit inquiring to whom it was paid. It 
‘was not my business to make a1 
when I paid the money. (Item “L” in 
Exhibit “2” translated to witness.) I 
am sure the Tis. 2,000 in that item formed 
part of the money for redeeming the title 
deeds. When I said the 18,000 was made 
up of 8,000, 8,000, and 2,000, this is the 
2,000 I referred to.

2.—By a deed of conveyance dated the 
19th day of August, 1899, made between 
Fung Hung-show of the one part and the 
plaintiff of the other part, in considera- 
tion of the sum of Tis. 41,000 paid by the 
plaintiff to tho said Fung Hung-show tho 
said Fung Hung-show conveyed in por- 
petuity free from encumbrances to the 
plaintif* a certain pieco of land situate 
in the British Settlement at Shanghai, 
and registered in the books for registra- 
tion of land at the British Contulato 
General at Shanghai as lot No. 1,395, the 
title deed thereof being numbered 1,388. 
3.—By a memorandum in writing under 
the hand of the said Fung Hung-show also 
dated 19th August 1899 tho said Fung 
Hung-show ‘agreed with the plaintiff, 
on his attaining the age of thirty years 
or if possible before attaining that age, to 
transfer at H.B.M. Consulate to such 
person or persons as should be named by 
the plaintiff the said land and premises. 
4.—By a memorandum endorsed on the 
said deed dated 19th day of August, 1899, 
Fung Yang-su and Fung Kang-sung, being 
respectively the grandmother and uncle of 
the said Fung Hung-show, consented to 
the said salo and confirmed the same and 
also the agreement recited in the last pre~ 
ceding ph horcof. : 
5.—The whole of the said consideration 
money of Tis. 41,000 was duly paid by the 
plaintiff to or on behalf of said Fung 
Hung-show, and tho said titlo deed to- 
yether with a declaration of trust signed 
hy Mr. C. Dowdall and Mr. J. C. Hanson, 
the persons in whose names the said land 
was rogistered wero dolivered by tho said 
Fung Hung-show to the plaintift, 
6.—Under a memorandum in writing 
lated the 1th August, 1899, the said 
Fung Hung-show authorized Messrs. Dow- 
dall, Hanson and MeNeill as solicitors 
acting on behalf of Mr. C. Dowdall and 
Mr. J. C. Hanson to pay over to Messrs. 
Browett and Ellis as agents for the plain- 
tiff all rents received by them from the 
said property from the 1st day of tho 7th 
moon of the year, 1899. A ‘request was 
accordingly made to the said Messrs. 
Dowdall, Hanson and MeNeill to act on 
the said authority. ‘The said Messrs. 
Dowdall, Hanson and McNeill have de: 
clined and continue to refuse to comply 
with the said request. 
7.—The said C. Dowdall has since died 
and tho defendant is now the sole sur- 
viving trustee of the declaration of trust 
mentioned in paragraph 5 hereof. 
8.—By a judgment of the Taotai of 
Shanghai sitting with H.B.M.’s Consul 
General in an action whereto one A. E. 
Algar, the said Fung Hung-show and the 
said Fung Hung-sung and the plaintiff 
were parties on the 20th October, 1900, 
it was adjudged and declared that the 
sim of Tls. 41,000 had been duly paid to or 
on behalf of the said Fung Hung-show by 
the plaintiff. 
9.—By the said judgment it was fur- 
ther adjudged and decreed, that the sum 
af Mis, 5,000 be repaid to the said A. B; 
Algar by tho said Fung Hung-show, and 
that the said sum of Tis. 41,000 be repaid by 
the said Fung Hung-show to the plaintiff, 
and that if the said monies could not be 
roturned tho rental of tho said property 
should be applied in payment of interest 
on the said sums paid as aforesaid.

‘To this Mr. Hanson answered:— | 

1.—Defendant has no knowledge of the 
facts stated in paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 4 aid

paragraph 6 the petition the defendant 
says that on or about the {nd September 
180, he received from Browett, and Elis 
a letter purporting to bo signed by Fu 
Hungshow directing him and the late 
Charles Dowdall to pay to Browett and 
Ellis the rents from tho property men- 
tioned in the petition and the defendant 
admits that he declined to comply with 
such request. On or about the same date 
the defendant received a notice from 
Stokes and Platt claiming that the said 
rents should be paid over to them. Tho 
letter of directions from Fung Hung-show 
was at Browett and Ellis’s request return- 
ed to them on or about the 2nd March, 
1900. 

3.—Paragraph 7 
admitted, 

4.—Defendant admits that a judgment 
was given by the Taotai to the effect 
stated’ in paragraphs 8 and 9 of the peti- 
tion but, says that such judgment was de- 
livered by the Taotai without a proper 
hearing of the caso none of the parties 
interested having been heard except 
counsel for Ching Jack-kee. 

—Defendant admits paragraphs 10 and 

11 of the petition, except as to alleged 
payment of A. E. algar’s costs which hare 
not yet been paid and except that the 
order of the 13th Dec., 1901, also provided 
that the defendant should pay to the said 
. B. Algar what might bo found due to 
him for moneys paid by him on account 
of Fung Hung-show. 

6.—In further answer to the said peti- 
tion defendant says he has no interest in 
the property referred . to. in the 
petition and known as B.C. lot No. 
1395, or in the rents and profits thereof 
savo as a Trustee under the declaration of 
‘Trust referred to in paragraph 5 of the 
petition, being a declaration of ‘Trust 
given by tho late Charles. Dowdall. and 
himself in favour of ono Fung Sze-foo,

otherwise known as Fong Choh-foo, and 
under a furth:r document sigaci by the 
said Fung Sze-foo on the 18h Septem- 
ber, 1897, and to which document the 
defendant craves leave to refer, and he 
is willing to submit to any order this 
Court may make. 

Messrs. Stokes and Platt’s answer was 
as follows = 

1.—Defendants have no knowledge of 
the facts stated in paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, and 6 of the petition and leave tho 
same to be proved by the plaintiff. 

2.—Defendants admit paragraphs 7 and 
u. 
3.—With regard to, the allegations

4.—Defendants do not admit paragraph 
10 of the said petition. 

Mir. Latter—It is also on the records of 
the proceedings that the admission of facts 
were served on Messrs. Stokes and Platt 
with reference to the payment of Mr. 
Algur’s claim and they admitted that the 
sum of Tis. 5,000 had been paid to Mr. 
Algar and Tis. 1,900 in addition and that 
the costs of Algar had not yet been taxed. 
Mr. Hanson is now the sole registered 
owner of Lot B.C. 1395, i 

His Lordship—That is the only land in 
question ? 

Mr. Latter—Yes. In the month of 
January 1898. a man, named Fung Jack-fu 
who is the beneficiary owner of this land, 
and for whom Mr. Hanson, at that time in 
conjunetion with the late Mr. Dowdall, 
was trustee, died. Before he died this 
man executed a document, which I don't 
quite know whether to’ call a will, 
Dut which was merely a direction 

erhaps, directing Messrs. Dowdall and 
Fanon’ fo send possessed of this 
land in the erent of his death, 
in trust only to pay the rents thereof to 
the young man, until such time as the 
young man mentioned in the direction 
should attain the. age of 30. The testator 
died as I have just stated in January, 1898, 
and the family, left at his death, as far as 
we are concerned, were three in number. 
There is an adopted son of Fu, who is 
named Fung Kang-sung, there is a wife 
aned Fang Tangs. 

‘Mr. Hanson.—That is the grandmother 
of the young man. 

His Lordship.—She is the wife of the 
Avccased. 

Mr. Latter.—Yes; and there is a grand- 
son of the deceased, named Fung Hung- 
show, and for whom this property was, ac- 
cording to the direction to Messrs. Dowdall 
and Hanson, to be held in trust. I ask 
your Lordship’s attention to one member 
of the family efore 1 go on and that is the 
grandson, Show, because he seems to differ 
somewhat from the rest of humanity in 
possessing the wonderful faculty of pre- 
serving his youth. In the year 1900 he is 
referred to in a letter as being in the year 
1898, 18 years of age, and according to that 
computation he would now be either 22 or 
93 years old; but. inasmuch as the last 
letter I have received from Messrs. Stokes 
and Platt referred to him as a boy and in- 
asmuch as there is an allegation that he is 
an innocent and does not know what he is 
about, Task your Lordship to take note of 
that. "On the death of Fung Jack-fu his 
family appear to have heen in somewhat em- 
barrassed circumstances and this property 
was the obvious souree to which they turned 
to get relief. The first dealing with this 
property that shows the embarrassment, 
they were in was a sale to the Chinese firm 
of the name of Taikee in August, 1898. Tt 
was a sale of the for. Tis. 58,000; 
the interest of the firm of Taikee was 
subsequently transferred to Mr. Algar. I 























have to refer to this transaction again. but 
say now that Mr. Algar subsequently sued. 
Mx Hanson for the deposit, of Ts. 8,000 
paid on the sale and recovered judgment. 

His Lordship—That is out of our pro- 
vince. 

Mr. Latter—Yes ; I mention it as show- 
ing the family is embarrassed and as being 
the first time that the signatures of ‘the 
family are placed on a document: sel- 
ling this land., It appears that the Tis. 
5,000 paid on that account was not, sufti- 
cient to relieve the family and in Decem- 
ber, .1898,. they executed a mortgage in 
blank to various creditors. ‘That inortgage 
is in Court and is for tho.sum of ‘is, 
18,000. 

‘The mortgage was rend and it was point- 
ed out that it was signed by Fung Kang- 

and the young man, Fung Himg:show, 
is Lordship—Of course, the object. of 
the deceased owner ‘in putting’ this pro- 
perty in trust was to prevent these people 
from dealing with it and they are evidently 
trying to get round that. 

‘Mr. Latter—I shall have to discuss that 
judgment of the Tuotai, but thore is 
nothing to show that under this’ mortgage 
the people to whom the property was mort- 
aged had any knowledge of the previous 
sale ; indeed it rather appears from a letter 
that’ there was no such knowledge. (An 
extract from the letter in question was 
read.) This is the second dealing with this 
property in which there was no indication, 

nut things were rather the other way, that 
the previous sale had’ been properly dis- 
closed. 

It seems, however, that even this loan 
and mortgage money’ of ‘Tis. 18,000 was 
not sufficient to relieve the family and in 
July, 1899, there was a letter from Fung 
Hung-show toa man named Chin Chin-pu, 
which said that he (the writer) and ‘his 
uncle had been arrested for debt and were 
in the Mixed Court. It requested Chin 
Chin-pu's aid to bail them out. ‘The 
original of that letter is in Court; it is 
dated July, 1899. 

(The letter was read.) 

I attach a great deal of importance to 
that letter for the reason that, first of all, 
it shows that in Chinese lnw these two 
were considered as jointly responsible for 
all the trouble in which ‘the family was ; 
and secondly, quite apart from Chinese 
Invw, this letter is a request to. Chin Chin- 
pu to pay money to release the young man 
personally, ‘Thirdly, it is a clear establish- 
ment of Chin Chin-pu ns an agent, for the 
young man to act on his behalf. 

His Lordship: I don't see that it isn 
clear indication of him as an agent. It 
says in effect, “I am in gaol, will you 
please get me out;” that might be a 
request to any. friend: “ Will you. p 
lend me £5 as I can't got out without it.” 

Mr. Latter—Chin Chin-pu went to a 
man named Su Pow-sung and asked him to 
raise the money required to get the young 
man out and mentioned this . property, 
B. C. Lot 1395, as security for any, money 
that was advanced and as being a property 
that, subject to the order of this Court, 
could be sold. After a good deal of nego- 
tiation, I take it, the price at which Su 
Pow-sung agreed to buy the property and 
get the young man out of prison was agreed 
to be Tis. 41,000, and on the 17th July, the 
first payment by Su Pow-sung to’ Chin 
chin-pu was made, on account of the pur- 
chase. money, amounting, putting it 
roughly, to Tis. 12,200. On the strength 
of this Chin Chin-pu goes to. tho. Mixed 
Court and gives a bail bond for all the 
debts for which the young man and his 
uncle had been arrested, ‘amounting, al- 
together to Tis..12,200 odd. 

‘Now we may take it that at this time, 
the parties are agreed as to, the sitle of this 
property and I leave the subject of pay- 
iment for a moment to follow the ¢onduct 
of the young man in relation to the. con- 
veyance in the sale of this property. 














On' the 12th -of August, 1899,°" Fung 
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‘Hung-show and Chin Chin-pu go to ‘the 
office of Brovett and’ Ellis” ’ and 
give instructions that the conveyarice has 
fo be drawn up of this, property: The 
young mari was accompanied by Chin Chin- 
pu only. On the'19th August the’ con: 
veyance is prepared by’ Browett snd Ellis 
and Fung Hung-show, his graridmother 
and uncle go to the office to execute the 
conveyaice. ” The conveyance is explained 
paragraph by paragraph, io ‘Ghinese by Mr. 
is's interpreter, Mr. Porter, and after 
fully understanding the whole’ of what’ is 
being’ done, Fung Hung-show ‘signs his 
name at the bottom and the others sign an 
endorsement on the back, consenting to 
the sale. ‘Having no doubt as to their right 
under Chinese Iaw; the grandmother and 
uncle endorse the ‘conveyance. The old 
lady was’ either’ old or illiterate “and 
unable''to sign her own name, and ‘the 
grandson put’ a mark for her in her’ pre- 
sence.’ This is the' third time in which the 
three people ‘have ‘fixed their names to the 
sale or mortgage of this property without 
full disclostire "of previous transictions. 
Neither’ Chin” Chin‘pu’ nor’ Su Pow-sing 
had any knowledge of ‘the’ previous sale ; 
they had knowledge of the mortgage only, 

One'more visit is paid‘ to the office of 
Browett and Ellis, ‘on the Sist of August, 
when Fung Hung-show goes with his uncle, 
and Mr. Pofter writes out a direction to 
‘Messrs:"Dowdall ‘and Hanson to pay’ the 
rents to the firm of, Ching Jack-kee on 
behalf of Fug Hung-show. Mr. Porter 
writes this, out’ in English first of all’and 
tells the young'man the ‘effect of the 
direction which is very short. The latter 
then writes, not at Mr, i 
‘ut of his own déoord,'a freo transla 
or similar direction in Chines 
signs it and ‘sends'it to Dowdaill'and Han- 
son. , 

I now turn'to tho pm it of this’sum 
of Tis.

ness of Su Ching-kee. He carried on his 
eco goods business in the name of Ching 
ee, and st first he intended to do this 
present transaction entirely as part of his 
own business, and let the vendor pay Pu 
the sum of Tis.

It appears from the 
pleadings that Mr. Hanson and Messrs. 
Stokes and Platt have no personal in- 
terests. And the Taotai has decided that 
this family are distinctly to blame on ac- 
count of their dealings, and has ordered 
that whatever happens, the Tis. £1,000 and 
interest has to be repaid. 

His Lordship—He first says that the 
property is not to be sold. This Court 
can well agree to that as it is 
carrying out the object of the testator. 
But the thing for us to decide is whether 
a way can be found to keep the property 
in the name of Fung Hung-show till he is 
30 years old and at the sane time provide 
for this debt. Ts it not possible to do that 
by arbitration ? 

‘Mr. Latter—My Lord, I don’t think #0. 

Mr. Hanson—If your Lorlship decia 
as to what amount is relly payable, it 
would be better to sell the property, asthe 
rents are barely sufficient to Pay the 
interest. 

His Lordship—Something of that must 
be done, as this has been going on for 
years. 

Mr. Latter—I propose that what should 
be done is that the Chinese’ authority 
should be followed, the land retained but 
that until Fung Hung-show ix 30 the in- 
terest should be paid to plaintiff. 

His Lordship—There is a difficulty in my 
mind about the Taotai’s judgment, as he 

id not hear the defendant before ‘giving 
his decision. I do not like to prejudice the 
case, but it occurs to me that I cannot 
scoapt a judgment which dues not hear both 

es. 

Mr. Latter—I think it is questionable 
whether the Taotai's decision is not to be 
considered as that of a concurrent Court. 

His Lordship—It is a long time since 
looked up the point, but’ T think you 
will find cases of the’ English Courts’ re- 
fusing to give attention to French jndg- 
ments for this very reason. On the other 
hand there is, I think, a recent decision of 
the Privy Council that a decision under 
Zauzibat law is to be taken into account 
in a case in the British Court there. 

Mr. Hanson—If the Chinese Court had 
heard the parties it would have been 
an admissible judgment. 

His Lordship—It would have to be prov- 
ed as a foreign judgment and I should 
not take notice of it. But you might show 
that it should be treated otherwise in con- 
uence of this recent decision of the 
Privy Council. 

‘Mr. Hanson—That is a question of law. 

Mr. Latter—In Zanzibar, Ithink, the 
Court of His Britannic Majesty was’ also 
the Court of the Sultan of Zanzibar. 

His Lordship—What happened I think 
was that the Sultan of Zanzibar appealed 
to the King of England to appoint a judge 
in Zanzibar, who because of the authority 
of the Suitan, was told that as 
Zanzibar judge he had to t 
judicial notice of Zanzibar law. But 
if you want me. to enforce the Taotai’s 
j judgment, you will have to take it ay a 
foreign judguent and will have to consider 
—or rither Mr, Hanson will have to con- 
| sider—whether the fact of defendant not 
| being heard will put it out of evidence. 

: Mr. Hanson—I admit that is the judg- 
i ment.

‘The receip' 
came in November, 1899; it was wanted tu 
connection with ths property and the pro- 
ceedings in the Mixed Court. 

Cross-examined hy Mr. Macleod, witness 
said the first time the young man came, Pu 
was with him; he was also with him later 
on, when the letter was signed. Only on 
ono oF two occasions he came without Pu. 
ness asked him to write the Chinese 
direction to Messrs. Dowdall and Hanson 
but did not dictate the wording. 

Tho rest of the day was occupied by 
Mr. Latter in examination of the plain- 
tiff as to a number of documents con- 
nected with the transactions which passed 
between the plaintiff and Chin Chin-pu 
over the conveyance to the plaintiff of 
tho property for Tis. 41,000, of which 
sum plaintiff said he paid Tis. 36,700. 

The examination had not concluded 
when the Court adjourned until the next 
afternoon.

When the Court re-assembled, Mr. Lat- 
ter put in, as further exhibits, an office 
copy of the judgment of this Court in the 
suit of Algat v, Hanson, and also a letter 
from Messrs. Dowdall, Hanson and Mc- 
Neill, addressed to Messrs. Drummond 
and White Cooper, on 22nd January, 1901, 
With reference to the age of the young 
man in 1898. 

Su Pow-sung’s evidence in chief was con- 
tinued. In addition to the petition of 
withdrawal from suits in the Mixed Court 
mentioned on the previous day, there was 
another petition for Tis. 280, and the 
money was still in the Court. Fung Hung- 
show got his original title in the property 
from his grandfather's will, which stipu- 
lated that it should not be transferred 
from him till he reached the age of 30. 
Witness first became aware of this restric- 


| tion when he was about to buy the pro- 


porty, and Chin Chin-pu told him he would 
try and manage the transfer, by getting 
an order in the Mixed Court on Mr. Han- 


Nothing was said | 





son. Chin Chin-pu told him that three 
persons would sign the bill of sale. He 
was told tho land brought in Tis. 3,900 
per year gross, and Tis. 3,300 or Tis. 
3,400 per year net. The first offer wi 

ness made for the property was Tis. 39,000, 
which was subsequently increased to Tis. 
40,000. That offer was declined, and two 
days afterwards Pu came to witness and 
said that Fung Hung-show wanted Tis. 
40,000 net, and that the commission of 
‘Tis. 1,000 must he an extra. Witness 
did not know who the commission was for, 
but belioved it was to be divided between 
several porrons. Pu, he thought, was to 
get some share of it. Witness subse- 
quently paid Tis. 36,700 on deeds and re 
ceipts already before the Court. Tho 
first of these documents was handed in by 








Pu during the 6th moon. They 
were the title deeds and de 
claration of trust, also an in- 


surance poliey and a deed cancelling the 
previous mortgage. In the 7th moon wit- 
ness went to Ningpo, and was there on 
tho 14th day. Before that he had given 
Chin Chin-pu authority to sign his name. 
When he roturned from Ningpo he re- 
ceived from Chin Chin-pu, Fung Hung- 
show's orders to pay, and also his bills on 
the bill of sale; also a letter signed by 
Show written to Mr. Hanson, requesting 
him to pay the rents to witeess. It was 
the 19th of the 7th moon whon he re- 
turned from Ningpo, and these documents 
were given him four or five days after- 
wards. The letter to Dowdall and Han- 
son came cight or nine days afterwards. 
The deed of partnership between witness 
and Pu was ante-dated on the 24th day 
of the 7th moon. 

His Lordship — You knew when you 
bought the land that it could not be trans- 
ferred till Show was 30 years old; what 
did _you expect to do with it? 

Witness—When I found that out, I did 
not want to buy, but Pu told me he would 
try and manage the transfer. 

By Mr. Latter—The knowledge of this 
affected my offer, and reduced the price. 

His Lordship remarked that witness 
would only be getting 7 per cent on his 
money. 

__ Mr. Latter—Tho property has gone up 
in fing - 

ir. Hanson—It was actually purchs 
by Mr. Algar for'Tis, 58,000. > eat 

Witness did not know whether Pu had 
any more of these “orders to pay,” but he 
understood they had all been returned to 
Fung Hung-show. He had been given a 
receipt for the Tis. 41,000, but he hand- 
ed it to Mr. Ellis, from whom he had 
not received a tael. Witness had not 
heard, when the property was offered to 
him, that it had been already sold to 
somebody elso. No summons was served 
on him in the Mixed Court case, to which 
he was not a party. 

Mr. Hanson—In the Mixed Court the 
case resolved itself into which had the 
Priority in this property, witness or Algar. 
__. Witness said although he was not a party 
in the Mixed Court case ho appealed 
against the decision there as it was 
against his interest. Mr. Ellis did not in- 
tervene in those proceedings till they wore 
nearly finished. Recently witness had 
some conversation with Fung Hung-show 
with regard to the payment of this Ts. 
41,000. Show had admitted that that 
money was paid on those occasions of 
which the first was in the 6th moon of 
this year and the second time four or 
five days ago. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hanson, wit- 
ness said it was finally settled betweon 
him and Pu to buy this property on the 
8th day of the Gth moon. There was no 
written contract to sell but Tis. 6,000 
was paid as bargain money. The only 
written document was the conveyance. 
Witness paid the large sum without de- 
finite document because the title deeds 
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and papers were to be given him in » fow 
days. Ho trusted Pu, who was com- 
pradore to Messrs. Dowdall and Hanson. 


‘Witness knew a little about land and had |, 


had a good many transactions. Tis. 
41,000 would have been a cheap price for 
the land if it had not been for the risk 
in regard to tho transfer. That was a 
certain chance depending on the order of 
this Court. There was not really much 
risk as he bought this on an 8 per cent 
rental, which had been promised him by 
Pu. Witness had not had any earlier tran- 
sactions in the name of Ching Jack-kee. 
‘He remembered that it was the 24th day 
of the 7th moon when Pu applied for a 
share in this business, because he paid Pu 
Tis, 4,700 when the partnership was 
arranged. Ho admitted Pu into partner- 
ship because he had represented that ho 
was not getting anything out of the 
business and tho Tis. 1,000 named as com- 
mission were paid out to others. Witness 
paid Tis. 36,700 of the total sum to Fung 
Hung-show ‘and Chin Chin-pu paid the 
balance. 

An account was put in showing the de- 
tails of these payments by witness Pu. 

Witness said, in further oross-examina- 
tion, that he remembered bringing a suit 
against Mr. Hanson in the Mixed Court 
and that it was appealed to the Taotai, 
who gavo judgment in October, 1900. 
‘That judgment had not been acted upon 
by witness because the Taotai stated that 
the matter should be settled by the 
middleman, who was the compradore, Pu, 
Witness admitted that he had’ bad 
the young man Fung Hung-show locked w 
in the Mixed Court, because he coul 
get no reply from him after four or five 
months. Fung had been locked up from 
that time till the beginning of the pre- 
sent suit because he refused to admit the 
receipt of the Tis. 41,000. Witness re- 
membered attending the Supreme Court 
in October last. year, before Chief Justice 
Wilkinson, when he undertook that 
the young man should be bailed out. 
Fung was not let out because security 
was not forthcoming, Witness had 
chosen to como to this Court now becauso 
Fung had at last admitted the receipt of 
the Tis. 41,000; formerly he would only 
admit Tls. 3,900. i 

Crossexamined by Mr. Macleod, wit- 
ness said that all Pu told him about the 
property was that Show was paid up, and 
locked up, and wanted to be rid of it. 
He knew nothing beside this when he 
decided to buy. 

His Lordship—This is all humbug; of 
course a man would not, give Tis. 41,000 
without knowing something about the 

roperty. 

PiMfr. Macleod asked how it was that Pu 
was given a half share in the partnership, 
seeing that he only paid Tis. 3,600 and 
witness paid Tis. 36,700. 

‘Witness replied that Pa asked for half 
1a share and was given it. 

Mr, Macleod also asked questions as to 
the dates and times on which the several 
payments, making up the Tis. 41,000, were 
made. 

Mr. Latter pointed out that a statement 
as to those dates was already before the 
Court, and re-examined on the point. 

His Lordship remarked at last that all 
these doouments ought really to be cone 
into by o Chinese expert. He was prac- 
tically called upon to say whether the 
Chinese notes put in were what they pur- 

rted to be or not. He could not, tell 

imself, but that they were simply written 
out and handed to him. 

‘Mr. Latter romarked that no evidence 
had been raised against them. He had 
covered all his opening statements by the 
criginal documents, which wore the best 
possible evidence.” They had not been 
challenged as forgeries. 

His Lordship said that if be could decide 
the case without assistance he would do 
so, but if ho found it depended on the 





value to be given to certain Chineso docu- 
ments, ho should have to call in assistance, 
or require further evidence. 

Mr. Latter said he would call all the 
Bank managers. 

His Lordship hoped that would not be 
necessary. 

Mr. Latter intimated that with this re- 
servation, his evidence was completed, 
and the’ Court adjourned till the next 
afternoon. :

Mr. Hanson, who described himself as | 


the surviving defendant, said that shortly 


after the death of the testator in 1898, | #0 


the young man, his grandmother, and two 
Chinese, elders of the family, asked that 
the property should be sold to pay off some 
of the debts incurred by the uncle. A 
Chinese document, which he understood 
to be a petition to the Mixed Court apply- 
for the sale of the property, was handed to 
him. Chin Chin-pu was present at this 
time. i 

‘Mr. Latter object 2d to the statement made 
as to the uncle beirg in debt being accepted 
as evidence. The uncle was not present 
when it was made. 

His Lordship said that Mr. Hanson 
could say what was said to him if it was a 
family affair. 

Mr. Latter renlied that the statement 
might not have been true. 

His Lordship said that he believed there 
was no doubt whatever that the uncle was 
in debt. It was perfectly well-known that 
ho was in debt, and that was the point of 
the case. The uncle beino in debt, 
and the property bein there, the Chinese 
officials took the viow that this propert 
must go in order to pay part of the uncl 
dobt. If that was decided by the officials 
in so many words, he should be glad to 
accept it as Chinese law. 

Continuing his evidence, Mr. Hanson 
said that he replied that he could not do 
anything in the matter of the transfer of 
the property without an ‘order from the 
Supreme Court. Nothinz more ‘at that 
time was done in the matter. In 1899 it 
was reported to him that there was a pro- 
spect of the property being seized, and so 
ho and Mr. Dowdall took steps to secure 
the property, and collect the rents on 
behalf of the family. A letter was after- 
wards received from Messrs. Browett and 
Ellis asking for a transfer of the property, 
and three days later Messrs. Stokes and 
Platts requested that the property should 
be transferred to their client, Mr. Algar, 
to whom the property had’ been sold. 
This he and Mr. Dowdall refused to do, 
and as a result there were proceedings in 
the Mixed Court, and the Mazistrate 
decided that Mr. Algar's contract should be 
carried out. Having secured that, Mr. 
Algar brought a suit against them asking 
for an order to secure to him the transfer- 
ence of the property. Mr. Ching Jack-kee 
was made a party to these proceedings. 
Shortly afterwards Mr. Ching Jack-kee 
instituted a suit against himself and Mr. 
Dowdall, and both suits were set aside 
pending’ Mr. Ching Jack-kee's appeal to 
the Taotai. Although no actual decision 
was given by the Taotai at that time, he 
gavea written jndgment. 

Counsel detailed the proceedings which 
followed, which have been reported from 
time to time in the “* North-China Herd.” 

‘The young Chinese, to whom the pro- 
perty ‘descended, was called by Mr. 
Macleod to give evidence. He said that 
he desired to sell the property because hi 
uncle owed a great many debts and he 
wished to pay them. He owed no debts 
himself. The widow, the uncle, and him- 
self were an undivided family. i 

His Lordship remarked that if this were | 
so the members of the family were jointly 
responsible for the debts of each. 

‘The witness, continuing, said that an

chant named Fok-kee was accepted for the 
operty, Tis. 5,000 being paid on account, 
nut the purchaser required the legal trans 
fer of the property before be paid the re- 
mainder of the purchase money. Witness 
was twenty years. of age, The first 
communication as to the transaction 
with Chin Chin-pu was to the effect 
that an effort should be imade to sell 
the property. He teld Chin Chin-pu 
about the transaction with the Chinese 
merchant, Fok-kee, and Chin Chin-pu told 
him that he would arrange the sal 
He replied that Fok-kee would not agree 
tothis, bat Chin Chin-pu asked that) he 
should’ trust him in the matter. Chin 
-pu said that he would pay Ts. 5,000 to 
Fok-kee, and then arrange for witness's 
release from gaol. Chin Chin-pu secured 
his release, and told him that he had found 
apurchaser. They then went to Messrs. 
Browett and Ellis's office, where he signed 
adeed of conveyance. After the debtors 
had all been paid, he received a balance of 
a little over a thousand tacls. He received 
soveral payments to cancel debts on behalf 
of a member of the family; some of the 
money he spent himself. 
Cross-examined—He approved of the 
manner in which the money had been spent. 
It was all the same if paid for him or his 
uncle. He said this because his grand- 
father said that the debts must be paid out 
of this money. If he had been able to 
show that there was no liability on the 
property for these debts he would have 
taken steps to be released from prison. 
According to Chinese law a half of the 
roperty had to go towards the payment of 
Tinuncle's dobis, He remembered. the 
sale of the property to Fok-kee, and_knew 
what he was doing perfectly well. He put 
iis signature tothe saler ‘Thit was" in 
August, 1898. He remembered in Decem- 
ber, 1898, executing a mortgage of this 
roperty, and the signature (produced) was 
Tis Owns’ ‘Thery wats acheine for evrfeok- 
idating the whole of the family debts 
and paying them off, When he, went to 
Messrs. Browett and Ellis’s ofices; he was 
quite willing to sign the conveyance. In 
the Chinese Court he might have told an 
untruth, Previous to this case he had 
been telling untruths. He signed orders to 
pay more than Tis, 30,000, at the time he 
was satisfied that all the debts he was 
responsible for had been pai 
urther remarks were made by Mr. 
Hanson, Mr. Macleod, and Mr. Latter, 
but as it was dark,’ and a sufiiciency of 
artificial light not available, no report could 
be taken.

His Lordship this morning delivered 
the following judgment in the above 
case :— 

In this caso I find that on 20th March, 
1900, plaintiff bought. through the de- 
fendant firm two cases of Galatea stripes, 
costing with interest for extonsion of 
time on the bill of exchange Tis. 163.14, 
and that this amount was paid by the 
plaintiff through the defendants to the 
Bank of China and Japan which was 
financing the transaction. On the 28th 
Soptember, 1900, plaintiff paid to the

| defendants a sum of Tls. 22 to be used on 


his behalf as margin for the Bank on ex- 





‘The bill having been ultimately met, this 
sum of Tis. 29 became repayable by tho 
Bark to the plaintiff. In an account 
rendered on 22nd November, 1900, by 
the Bank to the plaintiff, it is’ stated that 
the sum of Tis. 22 is “retained as margin 
on other unpaid bills.” The defendants 
were not parties to the bill, which was 
drawn by the shippers in England on the 











offer of. Tis. 58,000 from s Chineso mer- | plaintifi 
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‘The Bank must clearly account to the 
plaintiff for the Tis. 22, or the defendants 
must do so if they have received this 
money from the Bank. It was not proved 
‘that there was a custom requiring the 
defendants to recover from the Bank on 
behalf of the plaintiff, bat the nature of 
the transaction would certainly scom to 
make it reasonable that the defendants 
should continue their agency so far as to 
rocover this sum if requested. 

Tn regard to the Tis. 75, it was proved 
that that sum was paid by the plaintiff 
to the defendants on the 13th December, 
1900, by a native bank order entered in 
the plaintiffs’ Chinese account book as 
for payment to the Bank of China and 
Japan for margin on a flanncllette con- 
tract. It is also proved that defendants 
did pay this sum to the Bank as margin. 
How the Bank dealt therewith does not 
appear. Herc, as in the other case, the 
Bank ought to account to the plaintiff 
for this sum of Tis. 75, or the defendants, 
if they have received it from the Bank. 

Since it has neither been shown that 
the defendants have received from the 
Bank these two sums of Tls. 22 and Tis. 
75, nor that the defendants are under 
any logal duty to recover these sums on 
tho plaintiff's behalf, there must be judg- 
ment for the defendants. However, con- 
sidering that the defendant. Thomas, was 
not prepared to swear that his firm might 
not have been credited with these two 
sums by the Bank, I think there should 
be no order as to costs. 

In opening this case, Counsel for the 
plaintiff said that this suit had been 
brought at the snevestion of the Magis- 
trate and Assessor of the Mixed Court in 
order to assist them in a suit there pend- 
ing. If, as I am afraid, this judgment 
prove of no service to the Mixed Court, 
it will be because the question the Mazis- 
trate and Assessor wished to have deter- 
mined, was not by the pleadings made an 
issue in this suit. I am always anxious 
to assist the Mixed Court as comity re- 
quires, and I would therefore suggest 
that it would havo been better if the 
parties had agreed to state for trial a 
clear question of fact or of law under 
Rules 1-9 of our Rules of Court.

Plaintiffs’ petition set forth as under:— 

1—Tho said Alfred Johnsford and 
Ernest Lee Allen are the present trustees, 
and the defendant, Alfred Wilson, the 
original trustee, of the indenture of 
settlement more particularly referred to 
in clause 2 of this petition." The defen- 
dant, Mary Rose Howard, is a British 
subject, the widow of the above-named 
Goongo Howard, deceased, and one of the 
“cestuuisque trustent ” under such inden- 
ture of settlement. The defendant 
Alfred Wilson, of Shanghai aforesaid, 
jand and commission agent, is a British 
subject and the original trustee under the 
said indenture of settlement. 

2.—By the above-mentioned roluntary 
dood of _settlement. the above-named 
George Howard for the consideration 
therein mentioned granted, assigned, 
conveyed and confirmed unto tho above 
named Alfred Wilson, four or 
parcels of land registered in the razister 
kept at the British Consulate General as 
B.C. Lots 1948, 1953, 1964 and 9968 upon 
‘trust for one Neo Pau and his throo chil- 
dron by her during tho lifo of the said 














Gcorge Howard, as therein mentioned 
and after his death upon trust as regards 
the income and capital of the funds, sub- 
ject to the trusts of the settlement, upon 
the trusts therein mentioned, and it was 
thereby agreed that all real and personal 
property (if any) not therein-before set- 
tled to which the said George Howard 
should become entitled whether in posses- 
sion, reversion, remainder or otherwise 
(except jewels, trinkets, ornaments of the 
person, plate, linen, ‘china, furniture, 
pictures, prints, books and articles of the 
like nature) should be assured and trans- 
ferred to the trustees of the said settle 
ment. upon the trusts therein mentioned. 
And it was also agreed that if the said 
‘Alfred Wilson, or any trustee or trustees 
to be appointed as therein provided, 
should dio or desire to be discharzed of 
refuse or become incapable to act then 
and in every stich case it should be lawful 
for the said George Howard, in his life 
time, and after his death, for the survi- 
ving or continuing trustee, to appoint a 














new trustee or new trustees in the place 
of the trustee or trustees so dying. or 
being desirous of being discharged or 
becoming incapable to act as therein 
aforesaid. And upon any such appoint- 
ment the trust: property should (if and-so 
far as the nature ‘thereof or other 
circumstances should require or admit) 
be transferred so that the same might bo 
rested in the trustee or trustees for the 
time being. 

3.—The marriage between the said 
George Howard and the said Nee Pau, 
otherwise known as Mary Rose Howard, 
was duly solemnised on the 2lst. day of 
January 1901. 

4.—The said George Howard died in- 
‘estate at Shanghai aforesaid’ on the 13th 
day of January 1902 and letters of ad- 
ministration to his estate and effects 
were, on the 6th day of February. 1902, 
granted to the said Mary Rose Howard 
by this Court 
—The said George Howard did not 
during his life time revoke or alter the 
trusts declared in the said indenture of 
settlement. 

6.—Tho whole of the personal estate of 
the said George Howard (except jewelry, 
trinkets, ornaments of the person, linen, 
china, furniture. pictures, prints, books 
and articles of the like nature) consisted 
of the moneys and shares specified in the 
Ist. schedule to an indenture dated tho 
3rd day of May 1902 and more particular 
Iy referred to in clause 8 hereof. 

7.—At the date of the death of the said 
George Howard there were only threo 
children by him and the said Mary Rose 
‘Howard who survived him, namely, Ellen, 
Kate and Rosie Howard who are still 
alive and are all living in Shanghai. 

8.—By an indenture dated the 3rd day 
of May 1902 and made between the said 
Alfred Wilson of the one part and one of 
the petitioners, the said Alfred Johnsford, 
of the other part, the said Alfred Wilson, 
in exerciso of tho said power of appoint- 
ment of new trustees, contained in. the 
said indenture of settlement, appointed 
the said Alfred Johnsford to be a new 
trustee in his place and declared that all 
and singular the hereditaments, things in 
action, moneys, and property subject to 
the trusts of the said indenture of settle- 
ment and the right to receive and re- 
cover all such things in action and all 
other moneys and property which wero 
then or were liable to be comprised in and 
made subject to the trusts thereof should 
yest: in the said Alfred Johnsford accord- 
ing to the nature of the property for all 
the estate and interest therein of the 
said Alfred Wilson and upon the trusts 
and subject to the powers and provisions 
of the ae bag bate of settlement, and 
it was thereby declared that the said 
Alfred Johnsford should hold such lots 
of Jand and monoys and properties, spe- 











cified in the Ist schedule thereto (being | 


‘the real and personal estate of tho said_ 
George Howard, which he by the said 
indenture of settlement had agréed to 
settle npon the trusts thereof), after pay- 
ment of the liabilities specified of the 
2nd schedule thereto upon the trusts and 
subject to the powers and provisions upon 
which the samo ought to be held by vir- 
tue of the said indenture of sottlement. 

9.—By an indenture dated the 16th day 
of May 1902 and mado between the said 
Alfred Johnsford of the one part and the 
above-named petitioner, Ernest Lee 
Allen, of the other part, supplemental to 
the said indenture of settlement and to 
the said inderiture of the appointment of 
a new trustee, the said Alfred Johnsford, 
in exercise of the aforesaid power of ap- 
pointment of new trustees, contained in 
the said indenture of settlement appoint- 
ed the said Ernest Leo Allen to bo a new 
trustee of, the said indenture of settle- 
ment and declared that all and singular, 
tho hereditaments, things ‘in action, 
moneys and property subject to the trusts 
of the said indenture of settlement and 
the right to receive and recover all such 
things in action and all other moneys and 
property which then were or were liablo 
to be comprised in and made ‘subject to 
the trusts thereof should vest in tho said 
Alfred Johnsford and the said Ernest Leo 
Allen, according to the nature of tho 
property for all the estate and interest 
therein of the said Alfred Johnsford and 
upon the trusts anti subject to the powers 
and provisions’ of the said indenture of 
settlement and that the said Alfred

1.—The said Mary Rose Howard is not 
aware that the original trustee, the said 
Alfred Wilson, « co-defendant to this peti- 
tion, isa British subject. 

2.—The said George Howard held no 
power of and from the defendant to deal 
with: any of the several lots hereinafter 
enumerated. The lots in question were 
purchased with the defendant's own 
money of her brother-in-law, the. late 
James Eveleigh and others, and before 
‘a marriage had been solenmized between 
the ‘defendant’ and the sid George 
Howard: It is true that the defendant, 
then not being a British subject, could 
hold no land under a Consular title deed in 
her own name. The defendant handed all 
the deeds now in her possession to the late 
George Howard for the purpose of having 
same transferred into the name of the said 
George Howard. The said George Howard, 
without the knowledge and consent of the 
defetdant, employed the said Alfred Wilson 
ag his agent in this matter.

it became known to the defendant that the 
deeds," instead’ of being’ registered in the 
nanié of the said George Howard, were in 
the name of the said Alfred Wilson. ‘The 
said George Howard upon being requested 
‘by the defendant to give a reason why the 
deeds ‘were not in his own name-but in the 
name of the said Alfred Wilson, repliéd 
that ‘he, the said George Howard, being-a 
Municipal servant, a as such, could hold 
no land in’ his own rame,: and’ was there- 
fore compelled to employ an agent. 

3.—It is true that a marriage between 
the said defendant and the suid G 
Howard was sulemnized on the 2ist day of

4.—It ‘is true that the said Georgo 

Howard died at Shanghai on the 13th day 
of January, 1002, and letters of administra- 
tion tv his estate, without a‘will; were 
granted to Mary Rose Howard, the defend- 
ant, in His Britannic Majesty's Supreme 
Court on the 6th day of February; 1902.

13,400, 
and real estate consisting of 4 lots of land 
in Hongkew, the value of which is esti- 
mated fo be about Tis. 10,000.00. 

b. The whole of the above property, 
except the furniture, clothes, ornaments 
and houschold effects, are settled. ‘The 
excepted articles belong to you ubgglutely. 
"The other property will be invested in the 
names of trustees for the benefit of your- 
self and your children. 

¢. The amount available for investment 
after paying for the house which is being 
built, will be about Tls. 18,000.00, assuming. 
the land sells as is anticipated. 

d. The income of this Tls. 18,000.00 at 
6% will be about Tis. 1,080.00 per annum, 
say Tis. 90 per month, and you will have 
the house to live in rent free. 

ec. Itis proposed to invest the money 
asand when collected in first-rate securities, 
suchas debentures of the leading Com: 
panies and on mortgage. 

f. Your own quarter-share of which you 
will receive the income can, if you wish 
it be kept distinct from the shares of your 
chiltren.

8. The defendant is not aware if any

10.It is not true that searches were 
made for the title deeds among the papers 
of the said George Howard; all such papers, 
whether of a private nature or otherwise, 
including the title deeris, are and have been 
in the possession of the defendant for a 
number of years, and the defendant herself 
disclosed this'fact to the said Alfred Johns- 
ford, and further that the deeds in question 
are her private property, and as such she, 
the defendant, declined ‘to part with them. 

11.—The deeds now in possession of thé 
defendant are as follows :—

His Lordship said the indenture of 
settlement seemed of the ordinary kind ; 
he suggested that time would be saved if 
Counsel wouldsettle exactly what tho issues 
in dispute were. 

Mr. Teesdale said he should like to go 
into alittle back history, preliminary to 
the case as well. 

Mr. Bidoulac remarked that the auswer 
filed by defendant, Mrs. Howard, was not 
drawn up by an advocate and he ‘should 
want to deal with that in his address to the 
Court. 

His Lordship said he should read the 
answer, but he had « ire

JSir. ‘Teesdale then explained that this 
|was an application under the Additional 
‘Trustees Act of 1896, sections 1 and 3. 
He would first deal with the deed of settle- 
ment made by the late Mr, George Howar 
that deed (now handed in) had been a 
mitted by Mr. Bidoulac and need not be 
strictly proved. Attached to the deed was 
4 paragraph relative to the appointment of 
trustees, to which he would draw His Lord- 
ship's attention.

His Lordship—Who admits he was a 
trustee? 

Mr. Bidoulac—He will admit that he 
eventually accepted the trust when the 
deed vas executed, but_he knew nothing 
about it at the time and it was only after- 
wards to oblige Mr. Howard that he con- 
sented to allow h ane to stand. 

Mr. Teesdale went on to say that there 
was also a covenant by Mr. Howard, cov- 
onanting that all property other than the 
four lots of land, which would be part of 
his estate at death, was to be included in 
the trust. Mr. Howard was not married 
at the time the settlement was mado; ho- 
was married on the 21st January, 1901- 
The power of-appointing trustees was ab- 
solutely. in favour of Mr. ‘Wilson; there:

Mr. Bidoulae—No, the will was set 
avide. 

Mr. Teesdale continued—The personal 
property not within the covenant was to 
be handed over, through Mr. Wilson, to 
the next appointed trustee. Mr. Wil 
he believed, at that time had consider- 
trouble in connection with the wind- 
ing up of the estate, as far as the trust 
was concerned, and he was interviewed 
several times by Mrs. Howard, who said 
she was dissatisfied with the ich 
the winding up proceeded. Mr. Wilson 
eventually refused to act any longer, and 
it bocame necessary to appoint a new trus- 
tec. At that time Mrs. Howard was his 
(Mr. Tocsdale’s) client, and many of the 
facts were within his personal knowledge. 

Mr. Biloulae objected to anything be- 
solicitor and client, ax privileged. 
Lordship pointed out that this was 
not a jury ease, and he had to get at the 
facts as he best could. ; 

Mr. Bidoulac claimed privilege in any 
cae for anything that, passed between his 
client and Mr. Teesdale. 

His Lordship observed that that course 
might produce in his mind an idea tl 
Mr. Bidoulac was trying to shut out evid- 
énce, He was, of course, quite entitled 
to raise a general objection now, and 
where any particular question was raised 









































he conld object to it being answered. 
Meanwhile Mr. Teesdale had better avoid 
details, 








Mr. Teesdale, resuming, said that event 
ually Mr, Johnsford agreed to act as tris- 
tea, and in April last the trust property 
and deeds were handed over, with the ex- 
coption of the fonr lots of land named in 
the petition. At that time the title deeds 
‘of that property could not be found, which 
was the snbject matter of considerable 
correspondence between Messrs. Drum- 
mond and White-Cooper and himself. The 
next thing was the taking into the trust 
of M Allen, who was appointed 
a trustee jointly with Mr. Johnsford. 
Gtill the title deeds could not be found, 
until ultimately it was discovered th 
they were in possession of Mrs. Howard, 
who had not only these four title deeds, 
but those of another lot, which adjoined 
ono of the lots, viz., 2,428, and which was 
not referred t tlement, but which 
net ¢ Mr. Howard, 
was evidently intended to be included 
in the settlement. Whether that was so 
or not did not affect matters very much, 
‘owing to the fact that that lot would come, 
in any case, within the covenant, which 
provided for “all other properties.” 

Mr. Bidonlac maintained that this 
meant other personal property, sch as 
stocks, funds, and shares. 

His Lordship—Who bought the land? 

Mr. Bidoulac—We say we bought the 
land: the main issue is whether we bonght 
and whether Mr. Howard had any right 
to dispose of our property. That is the 
sole i is to the land, and there ix an- 
other si hare 
and securit! 

‘Mr. Teesdale contended that all Mr. 
Howard's property was intended to be in- 
luc within the settlement, whether at 
the time of settlement or at his death. 
When the location of the title deeds was 
discovered, Mrs. Howard made application 
to Mr. Wilson te transfer the properties, 
but he refused to transfer_t! to any 
one but the new trastees. She also inter- 
viewed the present plaintiffs, and made a 
similar application to them. From that 
time trouble seemed to arise. The plain- 
tiffs, from his (Mr. Teesdale’s) personal 
knowledge, had taken extreme trouble in

the execution of the settlement, and had 
voluntarily undertaken a duty which de- 
| fendant would have found it very difficult 
to induce anyone else to undertake. Yet 
| very abusive letters were written to them 
by Mrs. Howard and Mr. Djionk. At last 
the plaintiffs instructed him (Mr. Teos- 
dale) to see in what way they could be 
discharged from the trust, as they found 
their position intolerable. "The result was 
the present application. The Court al- 
ready had the consent of Mr. Douglas and 
Mr. King to act as judicial trustees. He 
Mr. Teesdale) believed Mr. Wilson was 
perfectly willing to transfer if he were 
properly discharged by the Court from 
any subsequent difficulties that might 
arise from his not having transferred the 
land at the time his trusteeship ended. 
The whole history of the trust was avail- 
able to be dealt with by the judicial trus- 
tees in the proper way. The answer put 
in raised the question of title of the land. 
At the time the petition was drawn, 
plaintiffs had no knowledge that Mrs. 















| Howard disputed the title, and it would 


be for His Lordship to say how far he 
would be willing to go into that question. 
He (Mr. Teesdale) had ample evidence to 
show that. the land was bought by Mr. 
Howard with his own money ; he had the 
counterfoils of cheques, wh 
sworn to. Moreover, he considered that 
Mr. Howard was estopped from disputi 
the titles by various documents sh 
at the time of handing over the land. 
She had admitted in documents that all 
this property way subject to the trust, and 
it was on her own application that’ Mr. 
Ichnsford consented to act as trustee of 
it. Therefore it scemed idle to allege that 
this was her own Jand bought with her 
own money. In conclusion, Mr. Teesdale 
said he asked for the transfer of this pro- 
erty, in order that plaintiffs might be re- 
ieved from the trust, but until that order 
had been given, and they could consider 
themselves relieved, the question of title 
need not be dealt with. 

His Lordship thousht it might be bet- 
ter, as Mr. Teesdale had suggested, to con- 
sider, first, whother Mr. Johnsford could 
be relieved of his trusteeship. 

Mr. Bidoulac asked for a hearing before 
His Lordship expresse inion on that. 

His Lordship said his idea was simply 
to divide the armument, and deal with the 
appointment of judicial trustees separate- 
Pla might be trustees of noth- 
they were of anything, they 
wanted to be relieved. After jndicial 
trustees were appointed, the matter would 
proceed as to what they should have. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac thought it would be a 
great hardship to his client, if a separate 
action were made. 

His Lordship replied that there was no 
desire to give Mrs. Howard more trouble 
or expense than could be helped. He 
merely wanted the issues quite clear, as 
his experience of Chinese cases was that 
they got into great confusion otherwise. 

Mr. Bidoulac was willing to consent to 
100 judicial trustees if plaintiffs wanted 
then. All his objection was that there 
was nothing to transfer to them. 

His Lordship su-gested that one of the 
plaintiffs should be put in the box, and 
evidence given in support of the appoint- 
ment of judicial trustees. He would re- 
serve judzment on the point. 

Mr. Teesdale suggested that all the 
title deeds should be handed in to the 
Court, and an order made releasing his 
client. 

Mr. Bidoulae objected to this. 
wanted to sce the accounts of the trus 
ship. The plaintiffs had possessed them- 
selves of certain shares of Mrs. Howard's 
without her consent. These had de- 
preciated in price, and should have been 
sold immediately, twelve months ago. 
Plaintiffs wore responsible for that loss 
of money. 
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Mr. Teesdale was perfectly willing to 
meet that point. 

His Lordship again requested that evid- 
ence be given as to the advisability of ap- 
Pointing judicial trustees. 

‘Mr. Alfred Johnsford, of the Municipal 
Tax Department, and one of the plaintifis, 
was sworn and said :—I did not know Mrs. 
Howard till after the death of her 
husband. Ske then came to my houso and 
prayed me to accept the trustecship of the 
property. She said sho could not get 
anyone else to act. I thought. she was ill- 
used and said I would assist her. She 
brought me the copy of the deed of scttlo- 
ment and I explained to her, to tho 
best of my ability, how I must act. I said 
she was entitled to only a fourth share 
and she was then very anxious to get this 
share. I told her how it could be done. 

His Lordship—You did'nt know any- 
thing about her before? 

v ss—No ; at her husband's funeral 
sho was pointed out to me. Iwas a friend 
of tho late Mr. Howard and, in considera- 
tion of that, I assisted her. "The property 
was handed over to me at that time ex- 
cept these four lots of land, and I made 
arrangements for paying the income to 
other. I was the sole trustee at, first 
Subsequently I considered it advisable 
to appoint another trustee and Mr. Allen 
consented to act with me. The first 
difference I had with Mrs. Howard arose 
over the title deeds. I spoke to her one 
day and said the title deeds could not be 
found. She said: “I have got them; I 
always had them ; my husband told me to 
keep them.” I told her she must 
hand them over to me and Mr. 
Allen to be transferred to our 
names. On that occasion she asked 
for an advance of money. I told her to 
bring the title deeds to the tax office and 
L would give the money. She came again 
to the office without the deeds and I told 
her again I could not givo her the money 
without them. That is the last conversa- 
tion I had with her. She then wrote me 
abusive letters. Sho never mentioned a 
word to me that the property belonged 
to her. During the whole time of my 
trusteeship she was only desirous of get 

ing her fourth share. Finally sn 
came to such a pass I considered I could 
not carry on the trusteeship any longer. 
I made Several attempts to get a trustee 
but all the friends of Mr. Howard I knew 
refused to act. Mr. Allen asked others 
but they also refused, with the exception 
of Mr. Djionk whom we did not like to 
accept. Ihave prepared an account show- 
ing the whole administration of tho trust 
and am ready to submit. it to the Court. 
I only ask to be relieved. 

His Lordship—I understand, Mr. 
Bidoulac, you have nothing to say on the 
matter of the judicial trusteeship; you 
don't object. 

Mr. Bidotlac—I have nothing to say 
one way or the other about that ; but I 
wish to ask one or two questions bearing 
on the other point. I have no objection 
if the trusteeship is accounted for. 

His Lordship—It goes without saying 
thero must be proper accounts from’ the 
‘out-going trustees. 

Witness, cross-examined by Mr. Bid- 
oulac, said—Mr. Wilson never asked mo 
to become trustee. I only knew of this 
when Mrs. Howard came to my house. 
She went on her knees to me to take this 
up as Mr. Wilson wished to be relieved. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—I am quite sure that Mr. 
Wilson acted in perfect good faith and 
ask no questions as to that. 

Witness, further cross-examined: Tho 
nioney, shares, and securities came to me 
through Mr, Teesdale. Mr. Howard had 
then been dead four months; there was 
an action about his will, but that was two 
months before I became trustee. I knew 
nothing of it till Iwas shown an account 
in a newspaper. Mrs. Howard said she 


























was very short of money, but her appear- 
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ance did not bear that out. I kept her 
short of money as a sort of lever to get 
the title deeds. 

‘His Lordship—You were quite right in 
trying to get the deeds; it is the duty of 
trustees, under the rules of this Court, te 
have all deeds transferred to their names. 

Mr. Teesdale—It scems to be assumed 
by Mr. Bidoulac that when Mr. Johns- 
ford was first appointed a trustee, Mr. 
‘Wilson's consent was not obtained. 

Mr, Bidoulac—On the contrary, I ex- 
pee him to say that Wilson had asked 

jin to act. 

Witness—I never spoke to Wilson at all. 

His Lordship—It seems to me there is 
case made out for the appointment of 
judicial trustees. 

Mr. Bidoulac—I should like first to state 
briefly what the other issues are; there 
are only two. 

His Lorlship—Perhaps it will be con- 
venient, Mr. Teesdale, if Mr. Bidoulac 
states his id di you ean 
say what you please about them 

Mr. Teusdale—If your Lordship pleases 
to take into, consideration the question of 
title on such a petition as that. 

His Lordship—I have not been able to 
read it sufficiently to say whether there is 
a petition to answer or not. 
Bidoulac quite candidly, that ‘on the 
evidence I have already received and from 
the papers before me, [should require Mrs, 
Howard to show positively she had paid 
for this land. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—We are quite prepared to 
do that; we w is 
Tam prepared to prove 
and never were Mr, Howard's in his life. 

His Lordship—Bought with her money ? 
Bidoulac—Yes. 

His Lordship—You will have to prove 
she did not agree to put them in trust for 
herself and children. 

Mr. Bidoulac—I can prove more than 
that. I can prove that Mr. ‘Wilson; who 
was appointed trustee by the will, did not 
now anything about these lots till months 
afterwards. If he did not know what he 
jhad beon made trustee to, it is a strong 
fact in support of the contention that Mrs. 
Howard did not know these lots were 
claimed as her husband's property. 

His Lordship—Why, on earth, should 
she be asked about them; are you going 
to prove she had a separate ‘bank ac- 
count? 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—I don’t say she paid 
through a banking account ; I shall prove 
how it was paid. 

‘His Lordship—I don't know that that 
matter is raised on these pleadings ; jude 
icial trustees have to be appointed ; that 
Heelear. You have to show in support of 
what you say that this property ought not 
to bo transferred to the judicial trustees, 
‘but to Mrs. Howard. 

‘Mr. Bidoulac—That is one issue, viz.s 
whether in those four lots of land Mr. 
Froward had any interest which he could 
dispose of under this voluntary settlement. 
My cliont claims that they have all along 
jyeun her property bought with her monsy- 
‘Phe sccond issue requires a little explana- 
tion, as there has been a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Wilkinson. ‘The other property 
consisted of money, shares and securities; 
‘There was a will, a copy of which I hand 
up to yoursLordship. ‘The only point T 
Teter to in it is the passage where Mr. 
‘Howard, referring to the trust settlement, 
says he leaves all to his wife and children, 
fas per trust deed already in existence. 
Up to that time the trust deed had never 
been acted upon; although it had been in 
existence since 189 ll these prope! 
ties, shares and securities, which they 
should come under this settlement, re- 
mained with Mr. Howard. The trust 
deed expressly provides that they are to 
be assured and transferred by George How- 
ard to the trustees ; he never did it.

‘Antonio Rio, sworn, said he was a Fili- 
pino and a quartermaster on board: the 
‘Liscum. On the 27th of November, about: 
6.30 p.m., he took a sampan to come 
across from the International Dock fo 
| Shanghai. When leaving the sampan on 
the Shanghai side ‘he fell into the water. 
He wanted to go back to Pootung to 
change his wet clothes, but the sampan- 
man would not take them back. He took 
another sampan. Donicio Lopas and 
Escolastico Morano were with him. The 
second sampan took them over to the 
Dock and they walked ashore. Witness 
had walked about ten yards when he saw 
at least twenty Chinese, armed with bam- 
boos, who attacked them. He knew no 
reason for this attack. He had paid the 
sampan-man who took them over to 
Shanghai, but had not paid tho second 
sampan-man. He had no money in his 
pocket and wanted to go home and get 
some. The samnan-man objected to them 
going away without first paying the fare, 
and called to his friends, who then at- 
tacked them, Witness tried to defend 
himself, but finally .he and Donicio had to 
ump into the water to save themselves. 
They remained in the water underneath 
the wharf for about two minutes and then 
went home. He went home to change his 
clothes. He did not know where Escolas- 
tico had gone. He next, saw Escolastico 
when the latter came into the house 
about 7.5 p.m. He did not pay any at- 
tention to Escolastico’s clothes: it was 
dark, Escolastico did not kay anything to 
him. Witness did not seo the man killed. 
He only saw the dead man when the 
policeman came. It was not the sampan- 
man. Witness heard Nataloe (Nalis) 
say: “Escolastico came and called me 
and now I am in trouble.” This was at 
Ga.m. next day. No-one else was present 
when he said it. He also said: “I have 
killed a Chinaman.” 
cio Lopas, sworn, said he was a 
ino and was second boatswain on the 
Liseum. On the evening of the 27th of 
November, Escolastico, Antonio and he 
went across to Shanghai in a sampan. 
Witness paid the sampan-man 20 cents. 
When he was still in the sampan and after 
Antonio had got out, the latter fell into 
the water. Witness did not know how 
it happened, but Escolastico got wild 
about it and aimed a blow at another 
sampan-man, who ran ashore and left his 
sampan. Then, because Antonio was wet 
and required a change, they took. the 
other sampan and went back to the dock. 
When they reached Pootung again, wit- 
ness had no money in his pocket to pay 
for the sampan hire. They wont ashoro 
and had walked about ten yards when 
they saw a lot of Chinese—more than 
twenty, Witness did not know, why 
these Chinese came with bamboos and 
attacked him. He did not know if. the 
sampan-man was among them. One hit 
him with a bamboo and he jumped into 
the water with Antonio, When in the 
water, another Chinaman hit him with a 
bamboo. He was in the water under- 
neath the wharf for about two minutes, 
and then walked away. He had no fur- 
ther trouble. He went homo and changed 
his clothes, and then he laid on his’ bed. 
When he jumped into the water, he did 
not know where Escolastico was. Short- 
ly after 7 p.m. he saw him come into 
the house, but did not speak to him. He 
had not been in the. water; his clothes 
were not wet. Ho did not see any blood 
on them. He saw him washing his 
trousers about 5.30 a.m. next day. Ho 
talked to witness about the matter,next 
morning and said that Nataloc had gone 
with him and that a Chinaman had been 
palled. ‘Witness did not speak to Nata- 
loo. : 
Cross-examined by Dotéotivo-sergeant 
McDowell—When Escolastico struck the 
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sampan-man on tho Shanchai side, the 
latter ran away. Escolastico changed into 
the other sampan and they all three 
crossed togethor. They ‘were not taken 
in tow by a steam launch, thongh one 

ed closo to them and they tried to 
catch hold of it. Escolastico yulohed 
them across, They did not go back to 
Pootung in the sampan which had brought 
them to the Shanghai side. 

His Honour said that scolastico 
Morano would be. remanded for trial 
10 a.m. on the 17th instant. Nataloe 
Nalis would be remanded for trial until 
further order. ‘The other two defendants 
would be released, but the captain of the 
Liscum must keep them under close 
surveillance.

Alleged Kidnapping. ete od

Bergeant Mackintosh said that from en- 
niries made he thought the caso against 
the accused was a weak one. It seemed 
that about a month ago tho guardians of 
the girl reported to the police that she 
had disappeared, and enquiries as to her 
whereabouts were fruitless. On Tuesday 
night the girl was brought to the Station. 
by two servants of her master, who 
charged the accused with haying kid- 
napped her, and sold her to a house in 
coneerned in taking the girl from her 
home, and further enquiries showed that 
sho loft the houso of her own accord, and 
went to a house in Foochow Road, where 
she was found by tho occupants. She 
fold thom that her master had gone to 
Soochow and that she had missed the 
Boat. ‘Tho accused then took her to the 
houso of a compradore, who caused an 
advertisement to be inserted in the news- 
papers stating that the custodians of the 
Hitl should apply to him for her. This 
fras soon by the prosecutor, who reclaim- 
ed tho girl and had accused arrested. 

‘After examination of the girl, who de- 
clared that she had been taken away and 
sold by the acoused, the Court concluded 
that her story was’ untrue, and ordered 
her to be sent to the Refuge, the accused 
being released. 

A Ricsha Collapse and its Conse- 
quence. ; 

A riesha coolie was charged with plying 
for hire on a private license. 

Inspector Bourke said that the man 
wwas in possession of a private license in 
the name of Mr. G."D. Musso, which he 
had obtained by fraudulent ropresenta- 
tions. 

Detective-Sergeant McPherson said that 
about 1.30 p.m. yesterday 2 German gen- 
tleman came out of a house in Quinsan 
Road, and was asked by the accused to 
hiro his ricsha. Boing a stranger to 
Shanghai, ho engaged the man, and while 
proceeding down Seward Road ‘the riesha, 
which was very ancient, and mich the 
worse for wear, collapsed and deposited 
the fare on the road. Witness happened 
to be passingat the time, and the in- 
dignation of the: gentleman attracted his 
attention. With somo difficulty, ‘owing 
to his inability to--speak English, the 
irate’ gentleman made known his trouble, 
and witness demanded the coolie’s license, 
when a private license in the name of Mr. 
G. D.. Musso was produced. When witness 
announced his intontion of seeing the 
master to enquire how it Was his coolie 
was accepting public hire, she latter re- 

















‘marked that he need not trouble, as his 
master had gone to Italy. On going to 
the address given on the license witness 
found that the acensed had been employed 
as a ricsha coolie previously, but had been 
dismissed some three months since. He 
had got the licenso by going to the Tax 
Department with an ol 
ing his master had lost the one for the 
current period, wherenpon a new ono was 
issued. In this manner tho ricsha escap- 
ed the strict examination made of public 
vehicles, and was, as shown in the pre- 
sent. instance, a positive danger to the 
public. A lady might have been serions- 
ly injured by the collapse of the vehicle. 
Accused was fined $5 and the remains 
of his riesha were confiscated.

fr. Lyon said that on Tuesday after- 
noon at about 2 p.m., ho sent his coolie 
to deliver a chit. At 2.30 his shroff went 
to the Bank to cash a cheque. Whilo 
there his attention was directed to a 
coolie who was also trying to cash a 
‘cheque drawn in favour of witness. The 
shroff was asked did he know the coolie, 
and replied that he did. Seeing that his 
movements were obserr:d the coolie 
made a dash for the door, but was cap- 
tured and brought back 'to tho shroff. 
Witness had never before seen the cheque 
that the coolie was endeavouring to cash, 
but had beon expecting its arrival for 
somo days. The coolie afterwards return- 
ed to tho office, and was arrested by the 
Police, with whom witness had communi- 
cated as soon as he had heard from the 
shroff. 

Inspector Mathevon—At tha Police 
Station the coolie said he kad given the 
cheque to the second accused to have it 
endorsed.

Detective Moore—Tho accused shroff 
gave the boy 50 cents and a ticket for 
the theatre for writing the name.

(From Messrs, Nodl, Murray d: Co. Prece Goods Trade Report of 13th December). 


During the interval, since our circular of 4th instant was issued, there has been no business in our import market owing to the 
continuation of the circtmstances which have lately obtained, namely, lowness of exchange and the firmness of the home markets wo 
have, however, to report. an improvement in TreNTSIS exchange, which is to-lay 980, and has resulted in an improved demand all round. 
locally. ‘Thero has been a good business done for the Ur River and Szecuves markets and we give quotations of resales below. ‘The 
Nixavo merchants seem keen on 11-Ibs, Grey Shirtinys, but nothing has resulted, holders not being willing to soll ven at an advanco 
of from 5 cands. to 1 mace, which has been freely offered. ‘There is a rumour that some cargo, consisting chiefly of AseRtcay Goods 
and Ixprax Yarn, has been booked for Tuzxtst via Ciuxewastao, but we cannot find out anything definite.
